CONFIDENCE IN LEADERSHIP OF PARTY EMPHASIZED

[Article: "Practice Brings Us Greater Confidence"] 


[Excerpt] Today there are still many comrades who have exhibited little confidence 
in party leadership and the future of the four modernizations. This is a problem 
that deserves our attention. These comrades have failed to conduct an accurate and 
adequate evaluation of what the entire party and the people throughout the country 
have done and achieved under the leadership of the party Central Committee. They 
always feel that "what has been done is negligible" and "the step forward is not 
big enough." For this reason, they always look to the future with a feeling of 
uncertainty. At work, they always feel dispirited, demonstrating a lack of the 
vigor expected of revolutionaries. 


Why do some comrades lack a correct understanding of the current situation regarding 
the four modernizations? An important factor is the underestimation of the serious 
damage to the party and state in the political, economic anid ideological fields 
caused by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," the inadequate understanding of the long 
prevailing leftist mistakes and the imnact of the new left-deviationist adventure 
that took place 2 years after the downfall of the “gang or four," and the inadequate 
assessment o* the difficulties we now face in settling these problems and in 
carrying out the four modernization program. We often use such terms as “incurable” 
and "problems accumulate like mountains" to describe the poiitical, economic and 
social problems we face. It is unrealistic to expect that so many problems that 
have accumulated over the years be resolved in a matter of a few days. Comrade Zhen 
Yun once said: As eommunists, who has ever thought of doing less and not more and 
who has ever thought of lagging behind? But whether we can achieve what we want 

and whether we can double our pace cannot be determined by our subjective wishful 
thinking alone. More important is the fact that we must take into account the 
actual conditions and measure our pace of progress on the basis of available energy 
and resources. This deserves to be called a Marxist approach to seeking truth from 
facts. An assessment of wiat we have done since the Third Plenum on the basis of 
this approach will reveal that we are not lagging behind in work, we are moving 

very fast; and what we have achieved is not small but great. This understanding 

is also an approach conforming to reality. 


There is another important factor that has led to an inaccurate assessment of the 
current situation by some comrades: They are unwilling to analyze, fully and 
specifically, some problems that exist in our work and workstyle, and therefore, 
they cannot distinguish the mainstream from its tributaries; thus tiey can see 








only tangible problems that exist but overlook the active efforts that are being 
made to solve them with good results. Looking back on the party's workstyle, we 
will realize that unhealthy workstyles do exist within our party, thus tarnishing 
its image, lowering its prestige, and weakening its fighting strength, This is 
something that deserves our great attention, and a trend that should be conscientiously 
reversed. But a realistic review of these problems will reveal that the unhealthy 
tendency is not so widespread as to affect all or the majority of party members; 
special privileges are not so universal that they have been granted to all or the 
majority of cadres; the majcrity of party members and cadres are men of moral 
integrity devoted to serving the people. No one should regard specific local 
phenomena as universal phenomena or the situation in specific regions as the overall 
situation. Nor should anyone view problems that exist among some party members and 
cadres as something that affects the party as a whole. Particularly noteworthy is 
the fact that in the past 2 years, consistent efforts have been made to overcome 
this unhealthy tendency; our party‘s workstyle today is a great departure from 

what it was during the 10 years of catastrophe, and even differs more or less from 
what it was more than 2 years ago; this workstyle has become a trend continuing to 
move in the right direction. Therefore, the bad workstyle that has affected some 
people within the party should not be allowed to spread to others so to prevent all 
of us from losing confidence in the leadership of the party as a whole or courage 
to move forward. We should evaluate the problem concerning the party's workstyle 
in much the same way as we evaluate problems in work. 


We must build up confidence before trying to score successes in our careers. 

Those with misgivings, a wavering attitude, and overwhelmed by pessimism are persons 
who often want to beat a retreat in the face of difficulties. Persons with this 
mentality can achieve nothing whatever they do. They are not qualified for 
participation in the extremely difficult and great cause oi socialist modernization, 
an undertaking unparalleled in history. At every crucial moment in the history of 
our revolution, the party always considers it a duty to pass on to the masses the 
truth about our bright future, our present difficulties, our achievements and 
existing problems. The party aiso wants to refute statements full of pessimism 

and disappointment by means of reasoning and by citing facts to help the people 
build up their confidence. During the Jinggangshan period, Comrade Mao Zedong made 
known his thesis tiat "A Single Spark Can Start A Prairie Fire" in order to 
repudiate the gloomy view that "the red flag flying days are numbered." During the 
early stage of the War of Resistance Against Japan, in the face of the swaggering 
and cocky Japanese agressors, some people who did not dare to resist them spread 

the view that "the War of Resistance Against Japan is doomed." In response to 

this idea, Comrade Mao Zedong wrote a series of well-known articles analyzing 
scientifically the strengths of the enemy and ourse]ves, pointing up the belief 

of certain triumph in the War of Resistance Against Japan. In his address to 

the Seventh Party Congress, entitled "The Foolish Old Man Who moved Mountains," 
Comrade Mao Zedong solemnly admonished the entire party and the people throughout 
the land in the certain triumph of the revolution." A review of this historical 
experience reminds us of the necessity to constantly analyze the situation in order 
to achieve a correct understanding of it. This process of analysis and gaining 
knowledge has been instrumental in unifying the revolutionary ranks and inspiring 

us to march forward confidently toward victory. Earlier, I reviewed some work we 
have done since the Third Plenum. Although this review is far from specific and 
comprehensive, it is suf‘icient to enlighten us to the fact that today another great 
epoch in the history of our party since the Zunyi meeting has been ushered in for 
the party Central Committee, that our cause is advancing triumphantiy and our future 
is infinitely bright. All our comrades must strengthen their confidence, coordinate 
with one another, and play an active role in pushing our great socialist modernization 
program forward.

During the Sixth Plenun, 
a "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the Founding 
of the PRC" was adopted, principal leading members were elected and ree’ cted 

to the Party Central Committee. Such actions entirely conform to the common 
aspirations of the entire party, the entire army and the people throughout the 
country, reminding us that our party has fulfilled a historical mission to rectify 
its guiding ideology.

The “Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the Founding 
of the PRC" adopted by the Sixth Plenum is an important historical document 
pervaded with the brilliance of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought.

Comrade Hu Yaobang's 
"Speech at the Meeting in Celebration of the 60th Anniversary of the Founding of 
the CCP" is a detailed account of the militant course taken by our party over the 
past 60 years as well as its basic experiences during this period, illuminating the 
direction in which our party is building itself into a strong elite torce for the 
socialist modernization program. 











It is indeed a programmatic document on strengthening party building for this new 
historical period. The publication of the “resolution and "speech" will certainly 
have a great role to play in educating, inspiring and mobilizing the people 
throughout the country. At present, a-task facing our party oraganizations at all 
levels is to organize, and provide effective and conscientious leadership for, a 
movement to study the three documents--the "Resolution on Certain Questions in the 
History of Our Party Since the Fcunding of the PRC," the communique on the plenary 
session, and Comrade Hu Yaobang's "Speech at the Meeting in Celebration of the 60th 
Anniversary of the founding of the CCP." 


At every crucial turning point, the party as a whole has initiated a study movement 
to sum up its historical experiences, to unify its thinking and to raise its level 
of Marxism. This has become a tradition of our party. An example is the rectification 
and study campaign that took place in Yanan from 1942 to 1945. The current study 
movement centering on the study of the ‘Resolution on Certain Questions in the 
History of Our Party Since the Founding of the PRC" is another large-scale drive 

to study theory, principles, policies and historical experiences or a widespread 
Marxist education campaign in the history of the party. All leading cadres and 
members of our party must _orrectly sum up historical experiences through this 
Study as a basis for unifying our will, coordinating our steps, uniting us as one 
to look forward, and to serve the four modernizations program wholeheartedly. To 
guide the organization of this study through to success should be regarded by the 
entire party as a central task to be fulfilled in the second half of this year. 

Our present task is to read these documents thoroughly and grasp their essence, to 
understand their contents. Our party's leading cadres at all levels must first do 
a good iob in this field by learning more and better than others. This is the key 
and crucial point of this study movement. All leading cadres are required to read 
these documents conscientioulsy and thoroughtly until they can grasp their essential 
contents and spirit and essence. They must concentrate on grasping the guiding 
ideology of the "resolution." For example, they must uphold the historical role 

of Comrade Mao Zedong and Mao Zedong Thought as the significant guiding ideology 

of our party, realistically evaluate the matters of right and wrong and merits 

and demerits of the past 32 years following the founding of the PRC, and use this 
as a basis for unifying the thinking of the entire party and fer uniting the nation 
to look forward. 


This study is a form of profound ideological education. In the course of study, 

we must concentrate on major issues and on issues of substance, and dovote ourselves 
to studying them repeatedly. We rust refrain from quibbling over peripheral issues 
or certain individual phrases. Nor should we engage in any mass disputes over 
specific historical issues of right and wrong in specific units and localities. 


Different opinions may be expressed through this study. This is something normal 
in every sense. We must encourage comradely discussions on an equal footing as 

a step toward unity. Every party member must solemnly defend and implement the 
"resolution" and observe discipline. No one is permitted to spread and statements 
inconsistent with the spirit of the “resolution” among the masses. 


In the course of studying the doduments conscientiously, the party's leaders at 
all levels must make successful efforts to organize party members and the masses 
at the grassroots units to study them. Although methods for learning such 
documents may vary from one grassroots unit to another, the key method should 
generally take the form of lectures. In other words, through this extensive 











movement to study the? documents, those cadres who have done a better job in this 
field are in a good position to convey the key points and basic spirit of the 
documents to the party members and masses. Lectures can be delivered under specific 
titles and ~n various occasions. Each lecture must be right to the point, emphasize 
the effect of its delivery and avoid nonsense and rush or cram sessions. A lecture 
is not a transmissicn of what is printed in the documents. Each lecture should be 
fully prepared beforehand and should be delivered in a way that takes into account 
what party members and the masses in specific units have in mind. The lecture is 

a forum for presenting facts, for reasoning things out, and for conveying something 
interesting in a lively manner with a well-defined objective in mind so that the 
listeners can easily grasp its meaning and key points. In recent days, newspapers 
and journals have published reference material in connection with the study of the 
documents along with other related articles presenting some thought-provoking 
questions. All these can be used as complementary material or as aides in 

carrying out our study or presenting our lectures. Leading cadres at all levels 
must take the lead in presenting the lectures, and show concern for and attach 
importance to the training of cadres in propaganda programs. It is hoped that 
through this study and lecture presentation campaign, the system of training 
publicity men and reporters can be gradually restored and perfected so that an 
important force can be fostered for the grassroots units to strengthen their 
political and ideological work on behalf of the party. 


In 1945, the Seventh Plenary Session of the Sixth Party Central Committee adopted 
a "Resolution on Some Historical Questions" which played a great role in summing 
up experiences and lessons and in unifying the thinking of the party as a whole, 

in guiding the sweeping advance of the revolution through a great period of 
history, and in winning subsequent brilliant victories in the War of Resistance 
Against Japan and the liberation war. Today, at this new turning point in history, 
the "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of our Party Since the 
Founding of the PRC" adopted by the Sixth Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee can certainly be expected to play the same great historical role.

POLITICAL EDUCATION OF PARTY MEMBERS INTENSIFIED

[Text] Ever since the Third Plenary Session of the 1lth Party Central Committee, 
our province has been closely following the party's line, principles and policies 
in car.ying out the education of party members. 


From the end of 1978, for 3 years in a row the provincial party committee has made 
arrangements to operate wirter training programs for party members and basic-level 
cadres in the countryside. The Suzhou and Yancheng prefectural party committees 
and the Changzhou and Xuzhou municipal party committees have all convened all- 
prefeccure (municipality) forums on party member educational work or experience- 
exchange conferences each year to discuss, sum up, and organize party member edu- 
cational work in the prefecture (municipality). Now a few party organizations 
have listed this work on their agenda in order to insure that it is carried out 
regularly without fail; principal responsible comrades have actively taken the 
lead in undertaking it well. In April last year, after the principal responsible 
comrade of the provincial party committee gave a lecture on the party to party 
members of organs at the provincial level, many responsible comrades of the pre- 
fectural, municipal, county and basic level party organizations took the lead at 
each level in investigating and insuring the work of educating party members and 
gave lectures on the party to party members. In order to assure the organization 
of this educational work, propoganda departments of the provincial party committee 
and most prefectural, municipal and county party committees set up educational 
institutions for party members; those few partv committees that did not set up such 
institutions designated definite individuals to take the responsibility. From 
August 1978 on, the provincial party committee also resumed publication of the 
journal PARTY LIFE; newspaper and broadcasting departments also strengthened 
propaganda and reportage on party member educational work. During the past 3 
years, the province has made us? of the end of the year to train a total of more 
than 5 million persons among countryside party members and basic-level cadres. 
Short-term training classes run by municipalities such as Nanjing, Changzhou, 
Lianyungang and Yangzhou last year trained from 70 percent to more than 90 percent, 
respectively, of the total ot party members of these municipalities. 











Closely following the party‘s line, principles and policies , the party organiza- 
tions at various levels in our province have seriously carried out education of 
party members in the present situation and our tasks as well as in our ideological 
line; education in the party's democratic centralism, organization and discipline; 
in the party's unity; in the party's traditions, workstyle and spiritual civiliza- 
tion; in adherence to the four basic principles; in the readjustment and transfor- 
mation cf the national economy; and in economic policies in the countryside, 


Clarify the shift in the focus of work of the whole party, insist on taking the 
four modernizations as our central task 


Party organizations at various levels carried out timely, profound and broad 
ideological education among the vast ranks of party members and cadres, elevated 
their perception of the shift in the central tasks and the political line, and 
strengthened their consciousness, firmmess and creativity in carrying sut the 
party"’s political line. Some comrades said: "Now we will take the four moderniza- 
tions as our central task and we will no longer work on extensive criticism and 
large-scale struggles; the barriers in our minds can now be let down, and we can 
thrust our arms %pen wide to work on the four modernizatios." ‘any party members 
thus pulled themselves together, concentrated their energies, dig into their work, 
and launched themselves into the construction of the four modernizations; there 
thus emerged not a few New March shock workers, labor models, and fine party mem- 
bers. Party organizations and the vast ranks of the party members at various 
levels also consciously maintained and developed a situation of political stability 
and unity; rectified unjust, false and erroneous cases of :itigation; struggled 
against various bad tendencies hampering internal party stability, nity and social 
order; and thus energetically promoted the development of various undertakings. 


Rectify our ideological line, having established the idea that practice is the only 
criterion for testing the truth 


The Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee broke through the 
ideological constraints of the two “whatevers" and restored the party's dialectical- 
materialistic ideological line of proceeding from actualities in everything, con- 
necting theory with actualities, and seeking the truth from fucts. On this, some 
of the party members found it impossible to turn the corner; through discussions 
and makeup lessons on the question of the criterion for testing the truth, the 
thinking of most comrades underwent a change. They proceeded to correct mistakes 
in the guiding ideology with respect to the political line formulated by the party 
Central Committee since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Commit- 
tee and wit! respect to the experience and lessons since the founding of our 

state, particularly those of the "great cultural revolution"; they gradually 
deepened their perception of a series of major readjustments and changes in 
theoretical and policy questions. Some comrades said after participating in the 
winter training programs: “Undergoing this study is like putting a handful of 

alum in a tank of muddy water; this helped clarify much of our murky perception 

of many questions." Applying this ideological line in the construction of the four 
modernizations, the vast ranks of the party members continued to study new situa- 
tions, solve nex problems, and further promoted the impleme,tacion of the princi ie 
advanced by the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee on

line, not only were they able to eliminate "leftist" remnant poison but they also 
precluded interference from the right and thereby maintained and adhered to the 
four basic principles. 


Clear up the “leftist” guiding ideology in our economic work, heighten conscious- 
ness in carrying out the party's various principles and policies 


Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, in the main 
the attitude among the vast ranks of the party members in the province toward 
understanding and carrying ovt the series of principles and policies formulated by 
the party Central Comuwittee has been gooi, but there are still no small number of 
persons who, because of the "leftist" ideological influence to which they were 
subjected, still have this or that kind of perceptual problems. Some take the 
liberalization of policies and revitalization of the economy as resorting to 
capitalism; some capitalism; some are worried about the readjustment of the 
national economy; some have developed a misunderstanding of the Central Committee 
documents concerning the strengthening and perfecting of a production responsibility 
system in the countryside, etc. Through the study of such documents and ideological 
and political education, the vast ranks of the party members have acquired an 
understanding of the long-standing guiding ideology in our economic work and also a 
new perception of the above problems. Party orgunizations and the vast ranks of 
party members at various levels all take an active, p»sitive attitude toward the 
current readjustment; many units are couragecusly shouldering difficulties on 
behalf of the state by reducing their scale of capital construction and thus con- 
tributing to the readjusment; they have come to recognize that sirengthening and 
perfecting a production responsibility system is a great breakthriugh in contrysid2 
management. Not a few countryside party members and cadres said after studying the 
documents that they felt as if they had just swallowed something capable of setting 
their minds at ease; they praised the documents of the party Central Committee as 
"golden keys" to curing poverty and achieving wealth, so that they must carry them 
out well, 


Straighten out the party's workstyle, having restored and given scope to the party's 
fine traditions 


After the promulgation of the "guiding principles," party organizations at various 
levels in the province carried out education in comparative syste.s among the vast 
ranks of party members. Through the study of this document, the vast ranks of 
party members adopted its spirit and acquired further understanding of the proposi- 
tion advanced by Comrade Chen Yun that “the question of party workstyle for a party 
in power has a bearing on the life and deatii of the party’; they proceeded to carry 
out the “guiding principles," and consciousness regarding straighteninz out the 
party's workstyle was thus greatly heightened. The vast ranks of party members 
have consciously undertaken to "measure themselves with the established yardstick," 
"look at themselves in the mirror," and carry out criticisr and self-criticism; 
they are adhering to the party's ideological line and political line, and are 
actively carrying out the party's line, principles and policies; they are insisting 
on collective leadership and refraining from resorting to the practice of “what I 
say counts"; they are strengthening party organization and discipline, maintaining 














party centralism and uniformity, and doing a good job of forging Party unity; they 
ere serving the people wholeheartedly; they are refraining from feasting and 
collecting gifts, seeking positions for their children, seeking privileges, 
entering through the back door, etc. In all this, conspicuous results have been 
achieved. Many comrades have reflected that, since the study and implementation 

of "guiding principles," the party's workstyle has improved, social customs have 
changed, the party members’ role as models has been given full play, and the party's 
prestige has been elevated. Some comrades also say: Through studying and carrying 
out the “guiding principles," old party members have restored the party's fine 
traditions and the workstyle of the Old Eighth Route Army has returned; new party 
members have also learned the party's fine traditions, and understand party’ disci- 
pline and party laws. In carrying out the "guiding principles," everywhere there 
has been a grasp of certain questions which are more influential and about which 
the masses are more critical to energetically crack down on devious styles and 
assert healthy attitudes.

RURAL CADRES UNDERGO TRAINING IN OPERATING COMMODITY ECONOMY

[Text] Active measures have been taken by the party committee of Linli County, 
Hunan Province, to strengthen the education of rural grassrocts cadres and help 
them keep abreast of the new situation. 


Although the situation in the countryside of Linli County has been improving 
steadily as a result of the implementation of the series of party Central Commit- 
tee’s rural economic policies, a number of cadres including grassroots cadres 
remain far from achieving a ciear and accurate understanding of the situation 
resulting from the development of a diversified economy, the implementation of 
the plan to allow a specific segment of the peasant population to become rich 
ahead of others, and particularly the system of responsibility for production. 
These difficulties in understanding stem from the following: 1) under the pro- 
longed "leftist" influence, they are still inclined to view problems with their 
"left-leaning eyes," always believing that the series of policies formulated by 
the Central Committee to correct the "leftist" mistakes in a deviation to the 
right; 2) as a result of adopting a biased view of the situation, they seem 
unable to conduct an accurate analysis of the problems that arise during their 
march forward, and hence are unable to distinguish the mainstream from its 
tributaries; 3) the establishment of a system of agricultural production responsi- 
bility designed to improve efficiency in implementation of the principle "to 
each according to his work" conflicts with the "vested interests" of those cadres 
who cherish special privileges and other unhealthy lifestyles. 


The Linli County party committee believes that the education of cadres must 
concentrate on educating grassroots cadres in policies and workstyles. The major 
measures taken by the county party committee in this connection call for organ- 
izing cadres to study the Central Committee documents and relevant basic theories. 
Earlier, the party committee of Xinhe commune made the mistake of viewing the 
commodity economy as an economic model unique to capitalism, equating "money" with 
capitalism and denouncing those units scoring successes in "diversifying the 
economy and all-round development" as capitalist models. Since then, the county 
party committee has helped comrades of this commune conscientiously study the two 
documents of the Central Committee on agricultural development and relevant

economic theories with the understanding that socialism also calls for efforts «4 
develop commodity production. Lately, bold steps have been taken by this commune 
to change its policy of grasping grain production alone, to reasonably adjust its 
internal agricultural structure and to vigorously develop diverse economic under- 
takings in order to enliven the commune economy. 


During the past 2 years, the party school short-term training program sponsored by 
the county party committee has graduated more than 5,300 county, commune and 
brigade level cadres. Most of the cadres not associated with production and 
principal brigade-level cadres have improved their knowledge of politics and 
policies after completing a systematic study program. 


The Linli County party committee has persisted in the principle of educating cadces 
at the grassroots level by means of persuasion and reasoning. To this end, it 

has established and improved the party study class system, the system regulating 
the meetings of party democratic life, and the system of individual heart-to-heart 
talks designed to teach party members and cadres to act as models. The Zhuma 
brigade of Guanting commune has a cadre who was previously known for his sloppy 
performance and unwillingness to become a professional ii his field. He devoted 
only 50 to 60 days a year to manual labor, but earned more than 4,000 work points 
in subsidies. Last year he repeatedly resisted commune members’ demands to 
impl_ment the system of responsibility for joint operations and labor compensation. 
He was asked to meet the secretary of the party committee of Guanting commune 

a dozen times in order to straighten out his problems when the latter was on an 
inspection tour of the brigade. Through heart-to-heart talks, the secretary 
criticized his mistakes in order to raise his political consciousness. Shortly 
after last fall, he voluntarily moved to the backward No 10 production team 
determined to get something done. While there, he tried in practice to improve 

the system of production responsibility while taking an active part in manual 

labor and assiduously acquiring knowledge of agricultural sciences and technology 
and passing on it to others, thus paving the way for the production team to increase 
the output of wheat and rapeseeds this year. The concentrated education of cadres 
has brought about the following two changes in the countryside of Linli County: 

1) Those at the top and those at the bottom have achieved a unity of thought and 
action; 2) cadres have learned to consult and work together with the masse; and have 
truly become their leaders.

CADRES ADVISED TO ADHERE TOC PRINCIPLES IN SEEKING VOTES

[Text] "Principles" and “votes” don’t seem to have anything to do with each other, 
but in actual life it has happened that those cadres who adhere to principles get 
fewer votes, while those who do otherwise may possibly get more votes. This is not 
usually the case, but such a phenomenon has created an abnormal psychology in a few 
cadres. In order to get more votes, some comrades are afraid of adhering to prin- 
ciples and struggling against devious styles and sinister trends. From their point 
of view, adhering to principles is bound to offend people and harm "relations with 
the masses," and hence cost some votes. Therefore, they are afraid of "getting 
short changed" and they turn to emphasizing “practical benefits"; as a result, they 
become oblivious of erroneous tendencies, devious styles and sinister trends, and 
they only wish to be "nice fellows." This attitude is obviously wrong. 


Of course, we are now reforming the cadre system and carrying out democratic 
elections; whoever has the highest prestige and whoever maintains the best of rela- 
tions with the masses is likely to get the most votes and enjoys the greatest 
possibility of getting elected. But how do we manage such relations with the masses? 
Where does such prestige come from? It depends on whether or not we serve the 
people wholeheartedly and work in their interests. At present, the erroneous ten- 
dencies of violating the four basic principles, certain practices that go against 
the "guiding principles," plus some devious styles and sinister trends, still 

exist and they seriously harm the people's interests. The masses have expressed 
great dissatisfaction with this. As long as our cadres proceed from the people's 
interests, dare to adhere to principles, and are good at struggling against devious 
styles and sinister trends, they are bound to be popular. Even if they should 
offend a small number of people who resort to devious styles, they will earn the 
trust and support of the vast ranks of cadres and masses; they should not lose many 
votes. On the contrary, if they proceed from private interests and choose to be 
“nice fellows" in order to protect their position and hence do dare not to adhere to 
principles, then, while a small number of people might benefit, in general they wiil 
have harmed the people's interests; most of the masses will not trust them. As 

a matter of fact, because the level of consciousness on che part of the masses is 
not very high in some localities, the votes "nice fellows" get might prove 
temporarily more numerous than those of the comrades who adhere to principle, but

with the passage of time and the awakening of the masses, such a situation will 
ultimately change. As party cadres, we must proceed from our party character and 
we must not consider our individual gains or losses; it is better to get fewer 


votes temporarily so that we can adhere to principles and work wholeheartedly for 
the interests of the people.

FOSTERING PARTY'S WORKSTYLE OF CRITICISM, SELF-CRITICISM URGED

[Text] Criticism and self-criticism is one of the excellent traditions and work 
styles of our party. This workstyle was formed during a long period of revolution- 
ary struggle, and early on struck deep roots among tiie broad party members and cad- 
res. Since the 3rd Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, and especially since 
the Central Work Conference last December, comrades of the entire party have con- 
scientiously carried out the "Guidelines Concerning Political Life Within the Party," 
and from the angle of the leadership took aim at the ideological influence of the 
"left" in our work, undertook criticism and self-criticism, distinguished true and 
false, raised awareness, strengthened unity, and caused life within the party to 
develop a pleasant lively atmosphere. Practice has proven that criticism and self- 
criticism is an effective means to solve ideological contradictions within the 
party, thoroughly eliminate the residual poison of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," 
gradually overcome the mistaken ideological influence of the "left," effect a good 
party work style, and perfect political life within the party. We must fully recog- 
nize the importance of restoring and fostering the excellent work style of criticism 
and self-criticism, accurately calculate the ideological situation of party members 
in matters of criticism and self-criticism, and correctly use the weapon of criti- 
cism and self-criticism.

Criticism and self-criticism is a weapon for consolidating and preserving party un- 
ity and a motive force for furthering the self-education of party members. That 
our party must foster criticism and self-criticism is determined by the nature and 
basic purposes of the party's proletariar vanguard. Our party is a political party 
in whole-hearted service to the masses. Aside from the greatest benefit for the 
greatest number of the masses, it has no private interest. This special character- 
istic determines that our party not only does not conceal any of its own short- 
comings or mistakes, but, on the contrary, needs the masses and ourselves to expose 
these shortcomings and mistakes and, moreover, to conscientiovscly correct them. 
Comrade Mao Zedong said; "Because we serve the people, if we have shortcomings, we 
are not afraid that others criticize and point them out." By undergoing criticism 
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and self-criticism we can, in timely fashion, eliminate the political dust and mi- 
crobes from our thinking, increase the strengthof our resistance to them, and ef- 
fectively stave off erosion caused by various non-proletarian ideologies. By 
undergoing criticism and self-criticism, in summarizing the positive and negative 
sides of our experience, we can learn more of the standpoint, viewpoints and meth- 
ods of Marxism-Leninism, and can raise the level of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought. By undergoing criticism and self-criticism, we can fully foster democracy 
within the party, hear different opinions, clearly distinguish true and false, time- 
ly correct mistaken tendencies, and achieve revolutionary unity. Criticism and 
self-criticism is a powerful weapon for strengthening the organization and fighting 
capacity of the party. The serious promotion of criticism and self-criticism is 

a clear sign distinguishing our party from any other political party. 


Historical experience tells us that whether or not there is conscientious and cor- 
rect criticism and self-criticism within the party, and especially among the lead- 
ing organs and leading cadres at entry level, has a very close relationship to the 
party's ability to maintain a normal political life. In the Yenan period and at 

the 7th Party Congress the Central Committee leadership and Comrade Mao Zedong, were 
strict in disciplining themselves, and took the lead in carrying out self-criticism 
in regard to certain shortages and mistakes in their work. The majority of the 
cadres in the party were modest and cautious, shunned pride and impatience and ma- 
tured very quickly. This was inseparable from our being able to maintain and de- 
velop the excellent party work style of criticism and self-criticism. Those 
comrades within our party who went through this period of life are still full of 
emotion when recalling the experience and feel it is to be prized. The Yemen spirit 
has already become a precious spiritual resource of our party. Ever since the 
period of nation building, many of our party comrades have maintained the iiard work 
and austerity of the war era. They remain modest and cautious, having strong feel- 
ings for the people, listen attentively to the voice of the masses, are courageous 
in the workstyle of self-criticism, and enjoy great prestige within the party and 
among the masses. At present, our party is leading the people of the entire nation 
in carrying out the great undertaking of socialist modernization, and the party's 
work style will influence the party's fate. Carrying on and developing the excel- 
lent tradition of criticism and self-criticism has tremendous significance in regard 
to strengthening the unity of the entire party and better leading the masses to 
carry cut socialist modernization.

During the ten years of civil strife, Lin Biao and the "gang of four," acting on 
their counterrevolutionary goals, madly sabotaged and broke apart the party, con- 
spired to usurp party and state power, and trampled to pieces the excellent party 
work style of criticism and self-criticism. They perversely labeled their critics 
as criminals or sought opportunities for revenge. They unfairly and excessively 
criticized the shortcomings and mistakes of others, even going so far as to grasp 
at shadows when evidence was lacking, make something out of nothing and open a 
"label factory." They were arbitrary and over-weening within the party. They were 
overlords who created "one voice meeting halls" where alternate viewpoints could 
not be aired and "faction meeting halls" on a large scale, and brought forth a 
feudal fascist dictatorship. They carried out cruel struggle and merciless attacks 
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against those who expressed differing opinions. They did not allow comrades who 
committed mistakes to correct them in their work. Once you were recognized as hav- 
ing committed an error, then there were endless critiques of your shortcomings to 
write and long periods where you had to stand aside, apart from all activities. You 
were struggled with until utterly defeated and discredited. The effectsof this 
were extremely serious. It causec everyone within the party to fall mute--a stag- 
nant pool. It brought forth a disasterous flood of every kind of unhealtuay ideo- 
logical workstyle and did great damage to the body of the party. At the same time 
it made extremely difficult for us to restore and foster the excellent traditions 

of criticism and self-criticism. Things often tend toward the reverse of themselves. 
After acalamitious fiery struggle within the party, there always appears the phenom- 
enon of doing away with criticism and self-criticism. 


After smashing the "gang of four," and especially since the 3rd Plenum of the 1lth 
Party Central Committee, the Party Central Committee has adopted a series of impor- 
tant measures intended to restore normal life to the party. The entire party has 
resolutely and thoroughly implemented the adopted policies of the Party Central Com- 
mittee and has already begun to restore the excellent work style of criticism and 
self-criticism within the party. The party organizations at every level in our 
province have done likewise. But, we should recognize that within some party or- 
ganizations there still exist some problems in need of urgent solution. The main 
ones are not developing criticism and self-criticism, not discussing ideology, 
learning how to get ahead through connections, practicing peaceful coexistence, 
hearing and ignoring things of the “left" and right and other mistaken ideologies 
or morely perfunctorily saying a few words about them, not solving problems, and 
the so-called "It is best not to speak of thing's relations to principles"--these 
aie first. Second is criticism not achieving its goal, people running off once 
criticism is aired and refusing to accept correct criticism, but rather consider- 
ing themselves to be right and consistently corect. Third is when there is no 
criticism forthcoming, letting things lie, and once there is criticism, going to 
extremes but for those considered to be your own people, turning big matters into 
small ones and making small matters disappear. Fourth is developing havits of 
crafty businessmen, refusing to speak openly, but saying anything behind one’s back, 
or no speaking in meetings, but saying anything after meetings, or speaking pleas- 
antly to one's face and then stabbing one in the back, and so forth. These prob- 
lems severely weaken the fiyzhting capacity and reduce the prestige of the party. 
These corrupt work styles are an expression of impure party character. If they are 
not thoroughly solved and the party work style set right, then it will be very dif- 
ficult to realize the important task of socialist modernization. 


Presently, there are quite a few comrades who do not dare to struggle. They have 
struggled until they fear it. This is very dangerous. In the ten years of unrest, 
the severe destruction done by the Lin Biao, the "gang of four" anti-party cliques, 
in addition to the construction of absolutes, the exaggerations, and the excesses 
in the practice of struggle within our party, led some persons to the other extreme-- 
they do not dare to struggle. How can this be accepted? Without struggling 
against thinking and behavior which violates the line, principles and policies of 
the 3rd Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, without struggling against mis- 
taken speech and actions which oppose the Four Basic Principles, and without 
struggling against bad men, bad events, bad ideology, and bad work styles, the life 
of the party will cease. We must teach party members to take up the weapon of 
criticism and self-criticism.

The key points in restoring and fostering the excellent traditions of the party are 
to move forward in eliminating the residual poison and influence of the ultra-left 
line of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" and to teach party members the correct hand- 
ling of criticism and self-criticism. For now, we must pay special attention to 

the following points: 


1, We must have a firm standpoint. We communist party members must, in matters of 
principle, stand firm, be open and frank, hold up a clear and definite banner, be 
fearless in the knowledge that our cause is just and dare to struggle. To be 
equivocal in matters of principle, to fail to uphold what is correct and to fail 

to resist what is mistaken are expressions of impure party character. As for going 
whichever way the wind blows, taking help from both the left and right, and trading 
in principles, these are the work styles of bourgeois politicians and must be reso- 
lutely opposed. Criticism must certainly take note of politics and, at present, 

we must pay attention to whether or not we resolutely and thoroughly carry out the 
line, principles, and policies of the 3rd Plenum of the llth Party Central Commit- 
tee, and we must unwaveringly uphold the politics of the Four Basic Principles. In 
grasping this, we cannot go so far as to carry on unprincipled arguments and vul- 
garize criticism, but rather we should cause criticized comrades to become prudent 
gentlemen. 


2, We must have the spirit of seeking the truth from facts. The "Guidelines Con- 
cerning Political Life Within the Party" demands that "in regard to themselves and 
to others, communist party members must at all times and in all places respect 

facts and, according to the original aspect of things, realistically report con- 
ditions to the party." It further demands that "the leading organs and leading cad- 
res of the party at every level must all act as models of seeking the truth from 
facts."" We communist party members must seek the truth from facts when we carry 

out criticism. We must recognize the good points of comrades, remember to cherish 
the revolutionary enthusiasm of comrades, and protect the socialist initiative of 
comrades. It is not permissible to overlook these things. Criticism must be based 
on facts. What is said must be supported by evidence. We cannot rely on subjective 
impressions or spread rumors, and it is even less permissible to fabricate material 
and falsely incriminate cowrades. 


At present, we must uphold the development of criticism and self-criticism based 

on facts. And we must specially emphasize that our comrades, especially high-level 
cadres, must possess the broad-mindedness of the proletariat, must possess "a heart 
as big as all outdoors," and must work hard at being pleased to hear of their mis- 
takes. Of those cadres within our party, most have come from small producer back- 
grounds and small producers have always been relatively narrow-minded. Because of 
this, paying attention to correcting this sort of thinking is a long-term task on 
the ideological battlefront of our party. We must advocate getting rid of histor- 
ical hangups and must not become entangled in old debts of history, nor be mindful 
of personal gains and losses. As for comrades who spoke too heatedly or did some 
incorrect things during political movements at various times, they need only thor- 
oughly review their mistakes and that is all. We did not continue to restrain them. 
There should be no grudges held between comrades which are constantly remembered. 
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Only this will be beneficial to stability and unity. Both the positive and the 
negative sides of the several decade-long historical experience of ourparty tells 
us that people must adopt a serious and cautious attitude in handling problems. 
That is to say, they must not be ambiguous or perfunctory or injure other comrades. 
This is one of the signs of the flourishing development of our party. 


3, We must have correct principles. We must correctly grasp and use the formula, 
“unity--criticism--unity," and, starting with a desire for unity, pass through 
criticism and self-criticism to reach a new unity built on a new foundation. After 
the 3rd Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, in accordance with unified 
forward looking principles, there was clear improvement in the area of restoring 
the work style of criticism and self-criticism. At the same time, the meaning ex- 
pressed in this formula was made richer and further developed. New experience has 
been gained, especially in the area of changing past use of methods of the "left" 

in criticism. For example, we must not abuse the method of calling for struggle 
within the party; not lightly speak of line struggle; not indiscriminately blame 
others; not try to see that everyone passes unscathed through ordeals; not compel 
everyone to write reviews of past errors; allow people to return to their leadership 
postions after errors are corrected; use enlightened persuasion as the primary means 
of solving ideological problems, etc. We should advocate the continued summation 

of experience inpractice and create more and better methods of doing things. Ia 
the area of improving comradely relations, we must firmly carry out unified, for- 
ward-looking principles, taking the overall situation to be most important and both 
discerning the general interests and keeping watch on the main currents. 


4, We must have a sincere attitude. We must uphold the principles, "Say all you 
know and say it without reserve." "The speaker should not be punished, but the lis- 
tener should take heed," and "If you made mistakes, then correct them, if you make 
none, then work harder,” which Comrade Mao Zedong initiated. We must proceed with 
whole-hearted, sincere criticism and self-criticism and should be strict with our- 
selves and tolerant of others. For the most part, we should take self-criticism 

to be primary. We must be severe in analyzing ourselves and, in regard to ourselves, 
divide one into two [a dialectical materialist method of analysis grounded in Mao's 
throty of contradiction]. Criticism of others is to be for their own good. It 
should be like a mild breeze and a light rain, a reasoned persuasion of the person, 
honest and frank, straightforward and upright. We must encourage and protect com- 
rades who make strict demands on themselves and consciously carry out self-criti- 
cism. We absolutely cannot permit any persons to use someone's self-criticism to 
attack him. Only in this way can we open up the thinking of party members at the 
party's organizational life meetings and allow them to be honest and forthright and 
to conscientiously develop criticism and self-criticism. We must encourage and sup- 
port criticism which runs from the bottom upward. 


Some comrades never seem to get used to criticism printed in newspapers. The anti- 
party cliques of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" named names in newspapers at every 
turn in order to knock down and utterly discredit those involved. But our public 
criticism and self-criticism is in order to correct the party work style, to 
strengthen the relationship between the party and the masses ard to increase che 
prestige of the party among the people. If those who are criticized will merely 
treat the criticism correctly, then their reputations will not only not be harmed,

they will be even better. Of course, public criticism must pay special attention 
to seeking the truth from facts. First, accurately determine the circumstances and 
afterwards talk things over with the person being criticized and his organization. 
In this way very good results will be realized. Do not launch sudden surprise 
attacks. Do not disregard the facts. Act for the good of the person involved. 
These are extremely important principles. 


of our party. In order to carry on and develop these resources, weshould conscious- 
ly take up the weapon of criticism and self-criticism. We must support repudiation 
of and opposition to the remaining influences of feudalism in the areas of ideology 
and politics both inside and outside of the ;arty; repudiation of and opposition 

to the worship of capitalism and the tendency to advocate bourgeois liberalization, 
repudiation of and opposition to tk. corrupt notions of harming others to benefit 
oneslf, of thinking of only of profit, and of all "money grubbing;" and repudia- 
tions of and opposition to anarchism and extreme individualism. Ard we must 
strengthen the concept of organizational discipline. We must foster righteousness 
and oppose wickedness. Every com:inist party member must clearly draw the lines 
between right and wrong, true and false, good and bad, and beauty and ugliness. In 
regard to evil persons and evil matters that violate communist morality, that dis- 
regard revolutionary standpoints and principles, and that disrupt comradely rela- 
tions among the revolutionary troops, we must meet them head on in resolute struggle. 


While commemorating the 60th anniversary of the founding of the Chinese Communist

The article said that in a class society, freedom of speech has always been 
concrete and relative, and has always partaken of class nature, There can be only 
one premise behind the formulation of articles on freedom of speech in bourgeois 
constitutions, and that is topreserve the ruling position of capital. If you 
exercise your right of free speech, yet in so doing violate the fundamental 
advantage of the bourgeois class, you will have a lawsuit on your hands. In 
capitalist society, so-called freedom of speech is merely the freedom to 
propagandize the ideology of the bourgeois class; it is merely the freedom to 

use the newspapers and periodicals that have been bought over and bribed by the 
rich--freedom for the rich to use the lies contained in newspapers and periodicals 
to intoxicate the people: As far as the working people are concerned, this kind 
of freedom is something that exists only on paper. 


According to the article, freedom of speech can be realized only by following the 
socialist system. Our constitution, along with formulating basic citizens’ 
rights such as freedom of speech, clearly specifies that "the state prohibits 

any person from using any means whatever... to harm the public good," etc. If 
any person, on the pretext of freedom of speech, publishes a counterrevolutionary 
opinion, slanders or opposes the four basic principles, or endangers the power 

of the people's democratic dictatorship or the socialist system, then that 

person must be curtailed and prosecuted by the law, At the same time, the 
freedoms of all individuals cannot be separated from the duties which they also 
take on as citizens.

IMPORTANCE OF IDEOLOGICAL WORK STRESSED

[Text] Recently, from conversations with some comrades, it appears that some 
comrades consider that in accomplishing the four modernizations it is not 
ideological-political work that is essential; it is distributing rewards that will 
have a big effect." Actually, that is not so. 


Last year in a small factory, in the course of putting into effect the management 
of its economy through the use of economic methods, the unit thought only to 
issue rewards to the staff and workers, and overlooked ideological~political 
work: The staff and workers were only thinking about completing their output 
value quota and did not pay due regard to the products’ quality, with the result 
that because of poor quality they were left with several hundred thousand yuan 

in overstocked products. How is it that the staff and workers of this unit 

were issued quite adequate rewards and yet production did not improve? The 
reason was that they had slackened up on their ideological-political work, with 
the result that the staff and workers lacked a sense of responsibility and of 
being masters of their own affairs, worked only in order to receive more rewards, 
and paid no heed to the advantage of the state or to the quality of their products. 


At another small factory, due to vthe fact that they had stepped up their 
ideological-political work, the staff and workers of the entire factory developed 
the spirit of being masters of their own affairs, and in the areas of allocating 
raw materials, manufacturing, and processing they checked quality strictly, 

thus enabling their products to find an outlet in the market very quickly. Last 
year this unit's output value reached over 1.2 million yuan, and they exceeded 
their planned output by 68 percent. Of some 4,000 products that left the 
factory, the state purchased only somewhat over 1,300. The staff and workers 
found ways to market the remainder themselves, causing profits to be 50 percent 
higher than expected, and also increasing the income of the staff and workers. 


From this, one can see that we must take every opportunity to combine ideological- 
political education with the implementation of economic methods such as material 
rewards. Neither should be emphasized at the expense of the other, and we 
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absolutely cannot, because of emphasis on the use of economic methods to manage 
the economy, suppose that we can then relax our ideological-political work. In 
particular, under the present circumstances of our large population, meager 
economic basis, and lack of sufficient experience for bringing about the four 
modernizations, some unforeseen situations and problems are necessarily going 

to appear. For a way to recognize and solve these new situations and problems, 
we can only rely on the common striving of the people of the entire country. In 
this way, the position and effect of ideological-political work in uniting our 
vast millions of people to strive to realize the four modernizations will appear 
more important and more prominent. Only by uniting everyone's ideology with the 
party's line, programs, and policies, so that everyone will have great ideals 
and lofty sentiments in common, will we be able to march in step, with one mind 
and one effort; only in this way will there be any hope of developing our 
socialist economy and realizing the four modernizations.

STRUGGLE AGAINST FEUDAL SUPERSTITION IN RURAL AREAS URGED

[Text] I’ have learned through a news coverage trip that at present the political 
work in the countryside is in a rundown condition, resulting in failure to convey 
promptly the party's line, principles and polic‘es on agriculture to the commune 
members. During the past year, in some communes no congress of members has been 
held, nor have the commune members been organized by the party organizations of 
some brigades and production teams to study the documents of the party Central 
Committee and their superior party committees, This failure to keep cadres and 
commune members informed of the party's current agricultural policy has adversely 
affected the development of rural work and agricultural production. For example, 
the wired broadcasting system formerly welcomed by commune members is now in bad 
shape, with its poles fallen to the ground, the lines disrupted, and the loud 
speakers silent. The transmission hines between the county and its communes and 
between the commune and its brigades have been disconnected. The formerly popular 
blackboard (wall) bulletins produced by brigades and production teams have dis- 
appeared. 


The failure to strengthen the political work has given rise to unhealthy trends 
and evil beliefs. In many places, fortunetellers, astrologers and other types of 
feudal superstition have become active. Theft, burglaries and gambling have be- 
come common in some brigades and production teams. There was a male commune men- 
ber in a brigade in Henghsui County who had searched for doctors to cure the pain 
in his abdomen for years without success. One day when he heard a witch spread 

the word that she could cure his disease, he immediately sent a car to bring her 
from Hengshui township to his home, and then he was told to burn incense and offer 
sacrifices in her presence. Later, she treated a youth plagued by headache in the 
same village in the same way. The witch nonsensically told the youth that his head- 
ache was caused by a fallen tree located near an old temple east of Bao village 
which had hurt a certain deity, and that his headache would go away if he replanted 
a tree there and offered five white sheep as sacrifices at the temple. The youth 
did just what he was told. In this manner the woman fortuneteller deceived the 
people for several days until she had satisfied her appetite with enough food and 
drink and cheated enough money out of the villagers’ pockets, then she disappeared, 
leaving her patients just as sick as before her arrival. 
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The prevalence of such unhealthy trends and evil beliefs reminds us of the urgent 
need to strengthen our current political work. To this end, cadres and commune 
members must be organized to study the documents issued by the party, in order to 
unify their thinking behind the party's line, principles and policies. Meanwhile, 
all propaganda media must be fully mobilized and put to good use. This propaganda 
and education work must be conducted in a lively and realistic manner. Rural 
grassroots party organizations must boldly assume responsibility and take effective 
measures to deal blows to and prevent the growth of feudal superstitious activities 
and other unhealthy trends in an effort to insure the thorough implementation of 
the party's line, principles and policies.

Both Comrades Guo Feng and Liu Yiyun participated in the discussions and spoke at 
the conclusion of the forum. The forums summed up experiences and exchanged views 
on methods of strengthening ideological-political work in schools of higher learning. 
Other questions that were fervently discussed concerned the position and the role 
of ideological-political work, the necessity and importance of strengthening ideo- 
logical-political work for students, and the present policies and methods of ideo- 
logical-political work at the universities. 


Understand clearly the objective of university training and do a good job in ideo- 
logical-political education. Comradee participating in this forum felt that students 
trained at the socialist universities must be able to grasp not only the modern 
scientific knowledge and the skill for carrying out the construction of socialist 
modernization, but they also must Pave communist ideals, confidence, morals and 
discipline in order to enable them to strive for making themselves both socialist- 
minded and professionally proficient so that they can really become high quality 
experts well developed morally, intellectually and physically. To attain such a goal, 
it is necessary to put moral education, i.e. the ideological-political education, 

in first place. Every university and college must have a clear-cut stand to justly, 
forcefully and convincingly educate students to ac*ere to the four basic principles. 
Courses pertaining to the current situation and ideology should also be offered. 

This is the way to help students acquire a communist world outlook and a communist 
outlook on life, to cultivate patriotism, and to foster fine moral habits and a high- 
level socialist spiritual civilization. The universities and colleges may thus be 
able to make contributions to safeguarding the stability and unity of schools and of 
society as a whole. 


Work out a policy of convincing through reasoning to meet the special needs of 
Students by emphasizing positive education. At the forum, everybody applied the 
standpoint of dialectical materialism and historical] materialism to analyze the 
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ideological state and the distinguishing features of university students at the 
present time. Everybody felt that the innate character and the main trend of uni- 
versity students of the present generation are good. However, owing to the poisoning 
of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" and the influence of various erroneous trends of 
thought and evil atmosphere in our society, a variety of problems still exist among 
them. In order to solve these problems, it is necessary to eradicate the influence 
of leftist ideology and to adhere to the policy of convincing through reasoning in 
our work. The meeting endorsed various vivid and rigorous educational projects with 
new appearances which are carried out by some universities and colleges according 

to the needs of students through such ways and channels as “social survey,” “infor- 
mation gathered during home village visit," "report on current situation,” "“dis- 
cussions on democracy,” and “theatrical performance," and so forth. It was also 
emphatically pointed out that while ideological-political education for students is 
being carried out, attention should be paid to actual effects rather than to practicing 
formalism. The oversimplified and crude way o) "I ‘exert pressure,’ you ‘obey;' I 
‘hit,’ you ‘are subdued'" should never again be applied. Only by using the method 
of convincing through reasoning can we truly make students full of vigor and vitality 
ideologically and take a firm stand politically. 


Strengthen leadership and improve teaching on Marxist-Leninist theory. Everybody 
felt that in schools of higher learning, to strengthen teaching of political theory 
is one of the main channels to enhance ideological-political work for students. To 
educate university students in theories of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought 

is a necessity in implementing the policy of a comprehensive moral, intellectual and 
physical development, and is an important channel to heighten socialist awareness, to 
foster communist moral values, and to acquire a Marxist-Leninist world outlook. 
Universities and colleges must earnestly give more effective leadership to strengthening 
courses on Marxist-Leninist theory, train and replenish teachers in this respect in 
a planned way, make an effort to improve teaching, conscientiously implement the 
principle of integrating theory with practice, and help students to learn the way of 
applying the stand, viewpoint and method of Marxism-Leninism to study, analyze and 
solve problems. 


Build a contingent of political workers oy combining full-time teachers with part- 
time ones, and pay attention to giving full play to the role of teachers in students’ 
ideological-political education. The forum felt that building a perfect contingent 
of political workers by combining full-time with part-time teachers is a pressing 
matter of the moment for carrying out ideological-political work in schools. Full- 
time political assistants must be kept stable. Attention must be paid to solving 
their practical problems including problems of their status and remuneration. Full- 
time cadres must be organized to learn something about pedagogy, psychology, talent 
training and ethics, and so forth. The teacher in charge of a class must be selected 
from among the teachers of the class in order to encourage teachers to educate 
people through teaching. 


Teachers of basic courses and specialized courses are numerous. They have. more time 
to come into contact with students. Therefore, they are in a more favorable position 
to carry out ideological work for students. We must have faith in and rely on the 
vast numbers of teachers to bring into play their active role in carrying out ideo- 
logical-political work to the maximum for students in order to put moral education 
in intellectual education and to deepen ideological education through the teaching 
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of specialized courses. Everybody also felt that under the leadership of university 
and college party committees, the contingents of political workers, teachers and 
rear-services in schools must have close coordination in order to form a powerful 
ideological-political working force. It is necessary to make an effort to study 

and probe the laws for helping students become useful persons so that ideological- 
political work may eventually become a systematic science. 


Strengthen and improve party leadership and establish a fine school spirit and a good 
style of study. At the forum, questions concerning party building and leadership 
system in schools were also studied. It was unanimously pointed out that a school 
must have a fine school spirit and a good style of study. To attain this goal, we 
must first have a good party work style. Only after a fine school spirit and good 
style of study have been set up can we train morally, intellectually and physically 
qualified students. Schools can then play a useful role to revolutionize the general 
mood of society.

POLITICAL STANDARD FOR ART, LITERATURE CALLED FOR 
Tianjin TIANJIN RIBAO in Chinese 23 May 81 p 3

ards in Art and Literature" ] 


[Text] The social effect of literature and art is a natural disposition of lit- 
erature and art; once a work is published, a certain effect accompanies it. The 
principal social effect is a political effect; in order to appraise a good or bad 
political effect, there are bound to be "political standards." Ordinarily this 
would be a question solved long ago in the history of literary and artist apprai- 
sal, but some people somehow have now posted a certain doubt. One view holds that 
the proposition “political standards first, artistic standards second" in the ap- 
praisal of litera: , and art works must be eliminated. Three attendant reasons are 
given: 1) This kind of proposition is unscientific. The political content and 
artistic expression of literature and art make up a single entity. They coexist 
in a literary or artistic work, like water and milk, and are therefore difficult 
to separate from each other. It is even more difficult to ‘2signate them as first 
and second. 2) Advocating political standards first means advocating the diagram- 
ming of politics or policy through literature and art. [According to the propon- 
ents of this view,] this is because, if a writer were to keep political concepts 
in his mind before he started to create, he would be unable to depict life accord- 
ing to the rhythm of literature and art, and that would be the most fundamental 
reason leading to the production of a work according to some formula or some a pri- 
ori concept. From this, therefore, the conclusion is derived: 3) That in order 
to promote the prosperity of literature and art, it is necessary to eliminate polit- 
ical standards. 


I 


Putting art and politics in an antagonistic relationship should be said to be an 
evil consequence resulting from the devastation suffered by socialist literature 

and art during the 10-year catastrophe. Because of their political needs, the 

"gang of four" distorted, castrated, and tampered with the quintessence of Marxist 
literary and art theories as they pleased. The new obscurantism they promoted not 
only suffocated the party's principl of "letting a hundred flowers bloom, letting 
a hundred schools contend," but also threw the 1 billion pecplie into a realm of 
spiritual hollowness and cultural paucity. After 10 years of spiritual deprivation, 
the masses of people have begun to have a hungry feeling toward their need for spir- 
itual food. They resist the kind of ersatz products of art put out according to 
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some formula or a priori concept; nor can they stand the drab kind of political 
preaching. They need genuine works of art whose content is solid, whose art is 
impeccable, and whose educational value is embodied in the form of recreation. What 
kind of principles should we implement and what measures should we adopt, after all, 
in order to effectively prompt the emergence of a situation of prosperity in liter- 
ature and art? I think the above-mentioned kind of proposition, intent upon neces- 
sarily eliminating political standards just in order to promote literary and artis- 
tic prosperity, by no means answers the needs of the day or corrects the illness 

at hand. 


The relationship between literature and art and politics is namely the relationship 
between writers and artists and classes (including political parties). The nature 
of politics is the concentrated expression of class character (party character). 

In his article "Party Organization and Party Literature," Lenin, while expounding 
that well-known passage which we quote regularly--(i.e., "It is beyond dispute that 
in literary undertakings it is least possible to effect any mechanical equalization 
or uniformity, or to make the minority obey the majority; it is beyond dispute that 
in this kind of undertaking it is absolutely necessary to assure a broad world of 
individual creativity and a broad world of ideas and imagination, of forms and con- 
tents"--also unequivocally suggested: "Literature should become party literature" 
and the Marxist principle that “literary undertakings should become part of the 
overall undertakings of the proletariat."' Comrade Mao Zedong's proposition on the 
two standards of literary criticism further clearly determined the class nature of 
literature. He said: "Any class in a class society is bound to put political 
standards in first p’ace and put artistic standards in second place." This dictum 
has played a positive role both in the interpretation of literary phenomena in his- 
tory and in the literary practice of the proletariat. Indeed, searching for the 
political conc >ts, political articles needed by a certain class in a literary 

work or requiring a certain literary work to diagram a certain concrete policy, and 
taking this as the only standard for appraising that literary work, is a kind of 
narrow utilitarianism, which is of course hardly preferable or scientific. Be- 
cause insofar as literary and artistic phenomena are concerned, the political atti- 
tudes of writers and artists are often melted in their artistic forms. The greater 
a literary work, the more tracelessly is such an attitude melted therein, so that 
it is able to get the reader to be imperceptibly affected and to accept its polit- 
ical influence. This is precisely why art is great as art can exist, and also why 
art is different from other superstructures. On this point, Engels presented a 
well-known passage of exposition in his letter to Minna Kautsky. Said he: "I think 
an inclination should be spontaneously revealed in a scene or plot, and not espec- 
ially pointed out." Obviously, this famous statement by Engels contains two impli- 
cations: First, he considered that literature and art should have a political 
proclivity; and second, it is not necessary to express political proclivity by po- 
litical preaching. Here, Engels first of all considered that there should be such 
a proclivity, but at the same time he kept in mind the characteristics and laws 

of literature and art and gave sufficient thought to the disposition of "social- 
istically inclined literature." 


Adherence to the fundamental principle of “political standards first" by no means 
excludes exposing and criticizing the defects and mistakes in our work. Works 

that present a false picture of peace and prosperity, hide the bad and exalt the 
good, and say a great deal but tell very little are incompatible with the character 
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of proletarian literature. But this kind of expose and criticism are not intended 
as temporary emotional outlets or meant for writers to have superhuman courage, 
but for improvement of our work. For the present, they are intended for the pro- 
motion of a political situation of stability and unity and for the realization of 
the four modernizations, so that an advanced spiritual civilization commensurate 
with our socialist system can thereby be created. What is involved here is a ques- 
tion of motivation and effect. It will do us some good on this question if we 
read two letters written by Stalin respectively 1. Bie-sai-mieng?-se-ji and 2. 
Jie-mi-yang Bie-de-nei-yi. These two writers both had written works that exposed 
social defects in the Soviet Union, but the effect of their works was completely 
different. Stalin praised the two works by Bie-sai-mian-se-ji, calling them "ex- 
amples of proletarian revolutionary art." He said in his letter: "The basic 
characteristics and moving ingredients making up these two works ...lie in their 
emphasis on pointing out the defects of our organs and on believing that there is 
a possibility to have these defects corrected.... Their main points are here, 
and their basic value lies here." 


In his letter to Bie-de-nei-yi, Stalin criticized a few of the author's miscellan- 
eous essays. There was this passage in the letter: "What is the essence of your 
mistake? It is your criticism of Soviet life. In the case of this indispensable 
and needed criticism, you apply it rather accurately and skillfully af first. But 
you indulge too much in it, and once you indulge in it, it begins in your works 

to turn into slander against the Soviet Union, slander against its past and slander 
against its present." In pointing out defects and at the same time "believing that 
there is a possibility to have these defects corrected," and in simply exposing 
the dark side while sensing no outlet, the standpoint of the two authors was not 
the same, and the effect of their works was also different. I think this is pre- 
cisely the difference between socialist literature and the criticism of realistic 
literature. 


II 


Ever since mankind entered the stage of class society, every class always has had 
its own standards for understanding literature and art. The ruling class through- 
out history has always determined the political standards of literature and art 
according to its own class interests. The earliest literary anthology in our coun- 
try, the "Zhaomin Anthology," was compiled by a relatively liberal personality, 
Xiao Tong [5618 4827], among members of the ruling class. He himself regarded the 
standards by which he compiled the anthology as rather objective, but actually 

they were tinged by very great class prejudices. The so-called principle of "ex- 
alting virtuous cultivation and praising successful achievement" was his political 
standard; and the principle of observing that if "a plot is derived from deep think- 
ing, a moral implication can be attributed to fine literary embellishment" was his 
artistic standard. He was supposed to have selected the literary pieces strictly 
according to his established standards. Yet, in that verv voluminous anthology, 

a narrative poem such as "The Peacock Flying Southwestward," which had such a 
beautiful story and which to a certain extent exposed the evils of the ruling 
class, could noteven be tolerated. This illustrates that Xiao Tong not only ad- 
hered to his political standard, but also strictly followed the principle of poli- 
tics first in selecting the literary pieces. Let me give another recent example: 
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A theatrical group from our municipality was preparing to perform in a certain 
capitalist country. When people on the other side proceeded to examine its reper- 
toire, their eyes opened very wide with respect to those traditional plays that 
had undergone some renovation after liberation; they were afraid that, with social- 
ist coloration added, they would cause trouble in the capitalist world. Their 
attitude toward our revolutionary literature and art, of course, can only be worse. 
The developmental history of literature and art has long proved that in a class 
society, leterature and art can never be independent of class politics. Propagat- 
ing an art that transcends class, an art without politics, can only remove one's 
own ideolgical armament, dissipate one's own revolutionary fighting will, and ul- 
timately lead one's literature and art astray. 


Some are worried that, should we advocate political standards first, our litera- 
ture and art would inevitably develop into a situation accommodating the principle 
of political standards first, thus leading to having our literary and art works 
produced according to formulas, a priori concepts, and the words of wall posters 
and slogans, so that politics and policies would become diagrammed with literature 
and art, and so on. In reality, this is a misunderstanding. Structuring a liter- 
ary or an artistic work with a political concept as its point of departure is dif- 
ferent from carrying out Marxist literary criticism toward the same work (including 
political criticism). The former is an erroneous method of creation, while the 
latter is an appropriate standard of critique. The two are related and yet are 
different from each other. We should acknowledge that the phenomenon of literary 
and art works produced according to formulas and a priori concepts does exist. 

But this is not entirely, nor mainly, the result of our advocating political stand- 
ards. Propagating politics through literature and art is a practice which has 
existed in past historical periods. We might as well say that certain propagandist 
and agitative literary and art works all had this quality. This was especially 
unavoidable in the case of revolutionary literature and art during a period of 
enlightenment. I think this is not a shame for revolutionary literature and art 
but their characteristic; or we may say this is an unavoidable stage in the process 
of their development. From what I know, none of the many "new plays" (dramas) of 
the "4 May period was without such a quality. "The White-Haired Girl" of the Ya'‘an 
period was subjected to repeated revisions around the issue as to whether Huang 
Shiren [7806 0013 0088] should be put to death; this was meant merely to have the 
plot of the play be more adapted to the nature of the party's policy at the time. 
Here, the integrity of art and the accuracy of policy were consistent with each 
other. Politics by no means spoiled art. Generally speaking, we are opposed to 
the practice of diagramming politics or policy with literature and art; nor do we 
advocating introduction of the concrete process of a certain movement by literature 
and art. After all, these are not the main functions of literature and art. 
Literature and art should reflect life, embody education in recreation, and height- 
en the people's spiritual state, moral outlook, and lofty sentiments through the 
forms the people like to hear and see. It is precisely in this sense that we say 

a writer is "the engineer of man's soul."’ Genuine works of art often possess 
heartrending power. And this power is not necessarily reflected in certain con- 
crete political questions but, instead, often in the destinies, beliefs, and morals 
of characters and in irreconcilable conflicts of class dispositions and characters. 
I don't think advocating "political standards first, artistic standards second" 
would bring any obstacles to great literary and artistic depictions. On the 
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contrary, the correct world view of a writer or an artist is bound to bring him 

a sharper weapon for observing life and reflecting life. There have already been 
quite a few precedents in the developmental history of our proletarian literature 
and art. 


Ill 


The question of the social effect of literature and art is also related to the polit- 
ical standards of literature and art. Dialectical materialism acknowledges the 
reactic. of spirit on material. Hence, any viewpoint that overlooks or takes 
lightly the social effect of literature and art is incompatible with the Marxist 
view of literature and art. Bourgeois literateurs and artists orally deny the so- 
cial effect of literature and art and trumpet the supreme value of literature and 
art in themselves; in reality, they take literature and art as the plaything of 
the few members of the ruling class and turn literature and art into a vassal and 
slave of the bourgeoisie. Proceeding from extreme utilitarianism, the "gang of 
four" exaggerated the role of literature and art to the degree of being able to 
manipulate politics and overthrow political power; this was an indication of a very 
preposterous utilitarian point of view. Those who advocate the elimination of the 
political standards have also proposed a standard for testing literature and art. 
That is, let practice test the quality of literature and art. Generally speaking, 
since practice can test truth, and literature and art constitute a kind of social 
phenomena, they canof course also be tested by practice. But here they have over- 
looked a special phenomenon in literature and art: literature and art fall in the 
ideological realm; their process of social practice (such as when works are pub- 
lished and plays or movies are put on and accepted by the readers and viewers) is 
also the process through which literature and art complete their own historical 
mission. If what is in question happens to be a work of bad political inclination 
or yellow pornography, it will, through practice, already have resulted in bad so- 
cial effects. We can of course still use the weapon of literary and artistic 
criticism to criticize it and render it innocuous, but the influence and poison 

it has exerted on the people's minds will have been far greater than can be elim- 
inated by one or two articles. We can hardly imagine that we would, when we are 
engaged in a war of defensive counterattack against Vietnam, allow certain works 
of literature and art that tend to dissipate the fighting stamina of the troops 
and that propagate the fear of war, to have their “social practice" among our fight- 
ers. That would be tantamount to helping the enemy. The reason why all ruling 
classes in history must without exception pay attention to ideological campaigns 
through literature and art lies precisely here. 


We are anxious to see prosperity in literature and art; we need to see a hundred 
flowers bloom. We loathe the "gang of four's" policy of using the stick and the 
bleak atmosphere that prevailed when they ruled over the literary circles. Many 

of our comrades can never again think of those days when they were on tenterhooks 
and trampling on thin ice. But the literary and art workers of our party are 
writers and artists of the masses of proletarian people. As regards certain fund- 
amental principles of Marxism-Leninism on literary and art questions, we can never 
abandon or deviate from them. We cannot establish other standards apart from those 
classical works which have proved to be correct through practice. In his "Congrat- 
ulatory Speech" to the Fourth Congress of Literary and Art Circles, Comrade Deng 
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Xiaoping said: "We must continue to adhere to the orientation proposed by Comrade 
Mao Zedong for literature and art to serve the broadest masses of the people--first 
of ali, workers, peasants, and soldiers--and adhere to the principles of letting 

a hundred flowers bloom, replacing the old with the new, foreign things serving 
China, and ancient things serving the present."... "Literary and art workers res- 
ponsible to the people must consistently and unswervingly turn toward the broad 
masses, strive for better and better creations in art, do their best to avoid per- 
functory creations, conscientiously and solemnly consider the social effects of 
their work and endeavor to contribute the best possible spiritual food to the peo- 
ple."' This is a clarion call issued to our literary and art workers by our party 
in the new era. In further advocating the emancipation of our thinking, we must 
also adhere to the fundamental principles of the classical esthetics of Marxism. 
In advocating respect for the laws of art, and in following as closely as possible 
such laws while providing leadership to literature and art, we by no means suggest 
that party leadership is to be weakened in any sense. We are opposed to the view 
concerning political standards that is expressed by vulgar sociology, but we must 
adhere to the Marxist view on political standards. We shall refrain from contin- 
uing to pose the slogan "Literature and art are subordinate to politics," because 
such a proposition is liable to create a pretext for some to interfere at random 
in literary and art work. But literature and art should neve, noe can it, depart 
from politics. This is the fundamental Marxist view on literature and art. We 
have no reason whatsoever for abandoning political standards on the contrary, we 
must continue to heighten the ideological nature (i.e., the political nature) of 
proletarian literature and art around this greatest political goal, the realization 
of the four modernizations, and dedicate to the people of the new era works that 
have the best possible political effect.

POLITICAL WORK AMONG STUDENTS STRESSED AT HUBEI MEETING 
Wuhan HUBEI RIBAO in Chinese 6 Jun 81 ppl, 3

Provincial Higher Education Work Meeting] 


[Excerpts] Comrades! The present work meeting on higher education throughout our 
province has discussed and studied two problems: 1) how to strengthen ideological 
and political work among our young students, and 2) how to implement in higher 
education the eight-character policy which has readjustment as its core content. 
The study of these two problems is very timely, very necessary in order to imple- 
ment the spirit of the December 1980 Central Committee Work Conference. It also 
reflects the problems which the Tianjin conference, called by the Ministry of 
Education of the central government, had demanded be solved. Our present meeting 
has been very successfu’. 


Today, I will not discuss a wide range of problems, but will merely give my 
opinion mainly on the problem of increased ideological and political work among 
the students at our institutions of higher learning, for your reference. 


The First Question: On the Importance of Ideological and Political Work Among Our 
Students From the Overall Standpoint of Socialist Construction 


The strengthening of ideological and political work among our students is 
fundamentally determined by the overall conditions of socialist construction. 
Socialism is first of all a kind of socioeconomic formation. Its basis is public 
ownership of the means of production, and production relations are in a dominant 
position. On top of this the pelitica! power and the laws of the people's 
democratic dictatorship, socialist ideology, etc are added as superstructure to 
serve the system and help its formation, consolidation and development. The 
ideological and political work of which we are speaking here covers the area of 
the superstructure, especially the ideology prevailing in it. It is an important 
organic component of the spiritural culture of socialism. "...So-called spiritual 
culture not only refers to educational and scientific culture (which is absolutely 
essential) but also to the communist ideology, ideals, beliefs, ethics, discipline, 
revolutionary stand and principles, the comradely relations between men, etc." 
"How could socialism be built without this spiritual culture, without communist 
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ideology, without communist ethics?" This is a very important question, which 
involves our comprehension of the socialist modernization work. Please, Comrades, 


be earnestly aware of this fact. 


Generally speaking, material culture and spiritual culture are interdependent, 
conditioning and promoting one another. Material culture is the foundation of 
spiritual culture while spiritual culture, on the other hand, has an enormous 
counteracting forceon material culture. However, under certain historical condi- 
tions, due to the shortcomings of its economic system, a society may show a certain 
degree, or even a serious imbalance, between its spiritual aspects and the level 

of production force it has already reached. In the Western capitalist societies, 
material production is at a high level and science and technology are also well 
developed, but the spiritual life of the people is very much devoid of meaning and 
decadent, their moral customs are very bad and their crime rate is very high. In 
the Western capitalist countries, there are now also many people who have to admit 
that the pursuit of a high level of material life alone has already led to harmful 
consequences. These conditions are determined by their social system based on the 
capitalist system of private ownership, and the capitalist countries cannot solve 
these problems within the constraints of their system. Only the socialist system 
can provide the guarantee for mutual coordination and mutual promotion between the 
material and the spiritual culture. This is also one of the manifestations of the 
superiority of the socialist system. Today, on our new long march, our party and 
our state must be resolute and daring in setting about the task of solving the 
problem presented by the relationship of the two cultures. This indicates that 

our party Central Committee, with great foresight, will have to do a good job 

not only of realizing the four modernizations, but also in building up a socialist 
spiritual culture that will be far superior to anything in the capitalist world, so 
that our spiritual culture will be one that all people who clamor for revolution 
and progress will yearn for and that will arouse the envy of the many people in 

the world whose spiritual life is now meaningless and whose mental stace is one of 
depression. This is an inevitable historical development. History has placed this 
significant task before us. 


The clarification of these principles will, in my belief, greatly enhance our 
understanding of educational work and of ways to strengthen the ideological and 
political work among our students. The reason is very simple: the socialist 
spiritual culture cannot develop and take shape spontaneously. Building up this 
socialist spiritual culture is extremely arduous and formidable, the same as is 
the case with building up the material culture; it requires a tremendous amount 

of work from us. Onthe one hand we must develop our educational, scientific and 
cultural undertakings, and on the other hand, we must exert great efforts in 
ideological and political work, in propagating the communist ideology and ethics, in 
continued criticism and gradual elimination of all influences of the exploiting 
class. Inboth these respects we were speaking of the entire society; concretely 
applied to each of our schools the demand is now to nurture a generation of new men 
who have high ideals and moral principles, great knowledge and physical strength, 
and who are determined to make a contribution for the benefit of their people, 
their fatherland and of all mankind. In brief, we must nurture a new socialist 
successor generation whoare both red and expert. 
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Do we want our students to master modern scientific and cultural knowledge? of 
course. The fundamental task of students is to study. Rejecting science and 
culture was the stultifying policy of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in their vain 
attempt to plot to have society retrogress. We will not again fall into that trap. 
Against those "leftist" mistakes of despising knowledge we must continue our 
criticism and thoroughly eliminate such influences. However, in running our schools 
it is also essential not to have the students acquire scientific and cultural 
knowledge alone: we must also have them gain a correct political direction, 
socialist consciousness, a good ideology, good moral principles and habits and at 
the same time grow up healthy in body and mind. Whether their education comprises 
Marxist-Leninist ideological and political education or not constitutes one of the 
differences in the character of our socialist universities as compared with capital- 
ist universities. If the students nurtured at our universities did not support 

the leadership of the Communist Party and refused to serve the cause of socialisn, 
that would be the failure of our education. This problem must definitely have our 
deep thought and attention. What is the position that ideological and political 
work is to occupy in our higher education? In my opinion, the ideological and 
political education of our students is of equal importance to their education in 
the specialized knowledge of engineering, physics or the humanities, and must 
furthermore be adequately integrated into their education. We also see that the 
ideological and political work of students at our institutions of higher learning 
had its special characteristics as compared with work on the other frontlines of 
our struggle. On the other fronts, the ideological and political work is conducted 
in the main as an integrated part of the work as the important guarantee for the 
smooth completion of the various tasks in implementation of the party's line, 
principles and policies. At the universities, the ideological and political work 
also has this function of a guarantee, but it is not only that. The ideological 
and political education in itself is an indispensible organic component of the 
content of higher education. It not only penetrates all the various aspects of 
instructional activities but in many cases is taught in specially established 
courses. 

Our slogan is "red and expert," which signifies a unity of politics and vocational 
work and a unity of ethics and abilities. On this problem we must not engage in 

a dispute over concepts but must emphasize the comprehension of its spiritual 
essence and earnestly translate it into action. "Expert" is not the same as "red," 
but "red" must be “expert.” A man with genuine socialist consciousness will 
inevitably do his best to learn the specialties of his line of work and earnestly 
try to master the skills to work in promoting the four modernization projects. 
Therefore, a man who is "red" but not "expert," or even content with not being 
"expert," is definitely not genuinely "red." In the reverse case, if a man is 
"expert" but not "red," has abilities but does not want to serve the people and 
socialism, but pursues crooked ways, that kind of an "expert" is not wanted in our 
socialist society. In our instructional work we must therefore earnestly streng- 
then the ideological and political work of our students and unswervingly implement 
a policy of developing fully all three aspects, the ethical, intellectual and 
physical. Regarding this problem, it is our hope that all comrades in the educa- 
tional departments and in our schools will conscientiously sum up the experiences 
and lessons of the past, rectify one step further the ideological iine and strive 
for a correct and uniform understanding of this question. 





I have repeatedly said that our province of Hubei is one of the provinces with a 
fairly well-founded higher education. In the last few years, the party committees 
at the various schools and the numerous workers in the educational field have 
exerted themselves, expended great energy, performed great work and achieved 
remarkable successes. By and large, the political state of our proviincial edu- 
cation is a stable one, and normal conditions prevail in our education, our work 
and our daily life. The quality of our education is also being restored and 
raised continuously. Furthermore, the state of stability in our schools has 
beneficially affected society in general. The provincial party committee is well 
pleased with your work, Comrades. During the last 10 days of October last year, 

a small group of students from Hunan Teachers College tried to engage in illegal 
contacts with Wuhan University and Hua Shi College, but thanks to the serious 
attention given this matter by the party committee and the correct methods adopted, 
the students at the two institutions rebutted all that leftist stuff and its 
erroneous methods, which would have proved dangerous to our stability and unity. 
The influence of this affair on the whole country is quite beneficial. Of course 
it also shows us that certain problems still exist in our work at the institutions 
of higher learning, or even that a large number of problems still exist. One of 
the problems is that the ideological and political work is not yet handled with 
sufficient competence. Realistically speaking, it is also not a problem of any 
particular unit or any particular front. Engaging in ideological and political 
work was originally one of our excellent traditions but during the last few years 
this tradition suffered "leftist" mistaken interference, particularly the grievous 
sabotage by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," from which it has not yet fully 
recovered. At the same time, we have now just arrived at a new historical turning 
point, when everyone is groping for a way toward progress, while this progression 
will have to undergo certain stages, be it in the field of knowledge or in the 
field of actual work. If some problems arise, let us not blame everybody around 
us. In my view, we must not, on the one hand, underrate the achievements because 
of the existence of some problems, but on the other hand we must also not, because 
of achievements accomplished, overlook the serious nature of the problem. We are 
determined to employ the spirit of the various important conferences since the 
Third Plenary Session, including the Central Committee Work Conference of last 
December, to unify our understanding, rectify our shortcomings and give new impetus 
to our work. 


The Second Question: On the Basic Demands Facing Us in the Ideological and 
Political Education of Our Students 


In my opinion, if we want to be effective in the ideological and political 
education of our students, we must first of all put forward, clearly and definitely, 
a basic demand with regard to our students’ political direction and moral conduct. 
Haven't we said that we want to nurture our young people to become men of ideals 
moral principles, knowledge and physical strength? It is my understanding that 
having ideals refers to having a firm correct political orientation, feeling con- 
cern for the fate of our fatherland and of mankind, that is, a firm adherence to 
the four basic principles, a grasp of the basic standpoint of Marxism-Leninism 

and Mao Zedong Thought, being imbued with the spirit of patriotism and internation- 
alism and determined to build up our country into a strong, modern, socialist 
country. In summary, can we not express it this way: in the course of receiving 
his higher education, a socialist university student must lay a solid foundation 
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for the formation of a communist world outlook. For some time recently people have 
not been very interested in world outlook, a phenomenon that deserves our attention. 
The question of world outlook is a basic question, which nobody can avoid. Even 
when no world outlook is being discussed, a certain kind of world outlook will 
exercise its functions. The world outlook comprises a man's outlook on life, that 
is, what a man after all lives for. The meaning I want to express here is that we 
want to nurture in our institutions of higher learning a socialist successor 
generation that is both "red" and "expert." If we make clear and definite demands 
as to the “expertness," we must also make clear and definite demands as to 
"redness." Of course the demand for "redness" is not as specific and easily 
mastered as the demand for “expertness," but this problem simply must be solved, 
otherwise the objective of nurturing men who are both "red" and "expert" cannot 

be fully achieved. In my opinion it is extremely important to carry out among 

the university and college students an education with the objective of fostering 
these qualities. In the course of this kind of education, every single university 
student must be made aware of the fact that under our present conditions of 
material and financial limitations, the number of students that are enrolled is 
not very large, and while the party, the state and the people are creating these 
favorable conditions for study, they also entertain extremely high hopes as regards 
the university students. Every university student must therefore first of all 
acquire a communist world outlook, seeking to work for the interests of the vast 
majority of people in China and in the world. They must under no circumstances 
let valuable time slip by unused. They must be firmly determined and with single- 
hearted devotion learn well their particular specialties--socialist construction, 
socialist operation anc management, the socialist legal system, socialist culture 
and art, etc--so as to become activists working under the leadership of the party 
for the realization of the four modernizations. In short, they must closely 
integrate their own studies with the fate of the country, the prospects of the 
nation and our four modernization undertakings, and establish a clear and definite 
study objective. 


According to the present conditions and the ideological reality of the students, 
what are the points that we shall have to emphasize in the ideological and 
political education of university students at the present time and for some time 

to come? We must take the documents of the Central Committee Work Conference of 
last December as a basis and institute a fairly concentrated education of the 
students in support of the four basic principles. We must institute topical 
education that is linked to the 31 years of our history since the establishment 

of our state, that must make the students become aware of the great achievements 
of the socialist revolution and construction as well as give them an understanding 
of the shortcomings and mistakes in our past work and the presently existing 
probler well as methods of redress and siolution. On this basis we must carry 
out a ating education in the party's line, principles and policies and an 
educati.,u. in firm support of the four basic principles to guide the students to 
be able to better draw clear lines of demarcation between socialism, capitalism 
and feudalism, to have the students realize why a strong, modern, socialist 
country can be built up only under the leadership of the Communist Party, and why 
we must study and firmly uphold the cardinal principles of Marxism-Leninism and 
Mao Zedong Thought. They must gain a clear idea of what is to be upheld and 
promoted and what is to be opposed, resisted and criticized. This education must 
under no circumstances be merely regarded as a general education in current 
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policies, but rather as one aspect of “capital construction," namely, of raising 


the ideological consciousness of the students. If this basic construction is done 
well, it will have far-reaching effects. It is absolutely necessary to clarify 
certain basic questions, such as for instance the superiority of the socialist 
system, the differerce between socialist and capitalist democracy, the relationship 
between the development of democracy and the insistence on the leadership of the 
party, the relationship between centralism and democracy, freedom and discipline, 
etc. Did we not some time ago see in our society the emergence of a trend toward 
capitalist liberalization? This trend of thought had its influence on the schools 
and on the mentality of the students; we must not underestimate it. When carrying 
our education in support of the four basic principles, we must be fully prepared 
to carry out a convincing analysis and criticism of these ideological trends that 
had an influence among the students, especially of those absurd opinions that 
oppose the four basic principles. We must thus help the students widen their 
knowledge, draw clear lines of demarcation and clear up any ideological confusion. 
We must tell our young students that our party, our older generation of revolu- 
tionaries and the people of various nationalities throughout our country entertain 
high hopes for our young students and have a well-founded and very high opinion of 
them and solicitude for them. This is a fact beyond any doubt. There has now 
appeared among our young people a minority, very small in number, who harbor dark 
designs, like the rebels of the "great cultural revolution” who closely followed 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four," against whom we really must be on our guard. 
Although their numbers are extremely small, they are a force of evil. They are 
now engaged in seducing, deceiving, confusing and inciting young people who are 
politically immature and inexperienced, so that they, the rebels, might gain their 
treacherous political designs. Every sutdent with socialist consciousness will 
want to draw a clear line of demarcation against them and struggle against their 
reactionary words and deeds. 


The Central Committee Work Conference of December last year was a very important 
conference in the history of our party. It demonstrated that in its political line, 
our party has already completely broken with the historical mistakes of the "left," 
thus following and elaborating the spirit of the Third Plenary Session, so that 
there is absolutely no question any more of "relaxations" and "restraints." We 
must realize that we are still mopping up the influences of "leftist" mistakes and 
unifying the ideology of the whole party and the whole people, including here of 
course the university students, into one of Marxist ideological line, political 
line and organizational line as established since the Third Plenary Session. 
Departing from the spirit of the Third Plenary Session and without an elimination of 
the mistaken "Jeftist" influences, it is not possible to carry out correctly an 
education in support of the four basic priniples, nor is it possible to effectively 
maintain the four basic principles in actual work. On the other hand, we must also 
realize that firm adherence to the four basic principles is a basic principle 
consistently upheld by our party, as it is also the core of the political line of 
the Third Plenary Session. Negations of any description from the "left" or the 
right, or viewpoints in opposition to the four basic principles, we shall definitely 
criticize and overcome most seriously and earnestly. .«t is absolutely wrong to 

set the four basic principles in an antagonistic position opposing the political 
line of the Third Plenary Session, or to refer to the four basic principles and 

the documents of the Central Committee as the “big stick." If such talk is 

uttered by people who are ignorant of the party's line, principles and policies, it 
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shows that our propagandistic education has been insufficient; this is a question 
of knowledge and of education. There are, however, now certain individuals with 
long party affiliation who also utter such talk and whom we would then want to 
ask whether there is any party spirit at all left in them, and what kind of a 
standpoint they have moved to. 


What methods should be used in teaching firm adherence to the four basic principles? 
At the present meeting some comrades have worked out some very good methods which in 
my opinion could be effective. For instance, based on the series of important 
questions in the Central Committee document No 2, certain special topics can be 
enumerated through a process of analysis and synthesis, and around these special 
topics the document can be studied topic by topic, giving the students guidance, 
organizing discussions among the students and possibly also arranging social 
investigations, letting them learn how to apply the Marxist-Leninist stand, 
viewpoint and method to gain an understanding of the problems, to effect their 
analysis, to gradually distinguish right and wrong and enhance their general 
understanding. Is there not half a day every week set aside for topical education? 
Good use must be made of this time. Of course, we need not limit ourselves to 

this time only, but should add a course in political theory, a course in ideological 
self-cultivation and coordinate the day-to-day ideological work with various kinds 
of activities. If we carry on in this way for a certain period of time, I believe 
the mentality of the students will undergo a great change, and if this is continued 
for a further lengthy period of time, it will be even more effective. 


The Third Question: On the Need to Uphold the Principle of Seeking Truth From 
Facts and Employing a Policy of Removing Obstacles in Our Ideological and 
Political Work Among Students 


Seeking truth from facts and in everything starting out from the realities are 

the basic principles that determine the quality of all work, as well as the basic 
principles that govern the effectiveness of ideological and political work among 
students. In the past, due to the long-term influence of "leftist" mistakes, 
especially due to the sabotage of Lin Biao and the “gang of four," ideological and 
political work had become greatly discredited. Why was that so? Because idealism 
and metaphysics were rampant at that time and these pernicious influences also 
showed up in the various aspects of our education, in its content, policies and 
methods. In personal and other matters no specific analyses were made, everything 
was reported "false, exaggerated or without substantiation." As regards methods, 
the system was one of powerful influences controlling the personnel, or of 
conducting affairs in a formalist way. If we now want to restore and promote the 
reputation of ideological and political work, we must display the excellent 
traditions of the party and never again resort to all those "leftist" methods. 
There is a saying: "The savage methods are outdated, the old methods don't work, 
the new methods are not clear." What are the "savage methods"? They are nothing 
but the "leftist" methods, methods that had "class struggle as program." That 
these things are outdated is fine; it indicates that we have made progress and 

won victories. An analysis of the "old methods" shows some things to be unsuitable 
and outdated; it is of course no good trying to open the doors of the eighties 
with a key of the fifties. However, many of the old methods reflect the excellent 
traditions of our party which ought to be continued and developed, certainly not 
discarded. The phrase "the new methods are not clear" is also not an altogether 
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truthful statement. At some schools, some effective new methods of ideological 
and politicai education have already been worked out; they deserve our attention 
and we should sum them up. If we say they are not clear to us, then we had better 
try to find out about them and be creative; it would also show that we shoulder 
heavy responsibilities. In my opinion all that is needed is firm adherence to the 
principles of seeking truth fromfact and in everything starting out from the 
realities, an unceasing study of the new conditions, solution of the new problems; 
then the new methods can be found and indeed will certainly be found. 


The principle of seeking truth from facts has an extremely abundant content; I 
intend to talk here on how to view the problem of the young students. Solving 
this preblem is an important precondition for the effectiveness of our ideological 
and political work Whether our basic appraisal of them is correct or not will 
affect the attitude, the policy and the methods that we adopt toward them; it is 
therefore an important question. The majority of expressions from our students of 
institutions of higher learning are good; the main currents of their ideology 

are also good. They support the political line, principles and policies enforced 
since the Third Plenary Session. They actively strive to move upward, demand 
progress and ardently love the party and the socialist fatherland. They exert 
great efforts in their studies and are determined to make a contribution toward the 
four modernizations. Under the loving care of the party and the state, they are 
growing up in good health, and more and more men of splendid qualities are emerging. 
Quite a few students have this or that critical opinion concerning the work of our 
party and government. On analyzing these opinions in detail, we find that some are 
not necessarily wrong. Some, although not exactly geared to actual circumstances 
or not completely correct, are well intentioned. They express the hope that we 
perform our work effectively and that the construction of our county is handled 
well; they have absolutely no bad intentions. We must therefore say with full 
confidence that they are certainly not a "confused generation" or a "bankrupt 
generation," but rather a generation of great hopes and great deeds. How could 
they be looked upon as one great mess? In that case, where could we see the 
future and hope of our country? Of course when we positively assess their basic 
aspects in this way, it does not at all mean that we deny that there are many 
problems related to them. For instance, there is a minority of students who doubt 
the four basic principles and yearn for a bourgeois liberalization. There is a 
minority of students who have some mistaken concepts of our country's present 
political and economic circumstances. There is a minority of students who show 
this or that defect as regards moral character and civilized conduct. These are 
all facts which require that we treat them seriously, patiently educate and give 
systematic guidance. As to individual persons who engage in antiparty and 
antisocialist activities, these cases must be thoroughly investigated and carefully 
analyzed. Depending on the seriousness of the case, the person concerned must be 
restrained according to law or reprimanded or punished as necessary. In short, we 
must arrive at a correct and comprehensive assessment of the young students and 
furthermore we must analyze the social and historical conditions in which they 
find themselves. We must realize that in general they "were born in times of 
distress, grew upintimes of turmoil, are studying in times of readjustment." 

They are in the midst of a great historical turning point, which on the one hand 
gave them a good tempering, but on the other hand confronted them with complex 
contradictions and subjected them to a great variety of influences. 
Marxism-Leninisr holds that existence determines consciousness, man's nature is 
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the sum total of his social relations. The students do not live in a vacuum; how 
could the good or bad elements in society not exert influence on them? We must 
therefore not blame the young people, but must show concern and loving care for 
them, which is best shown by providing them with a vivid ideological education. 


In the schools and in society there is still another problem, namely, how to 

treat the children of cadres, especially the children of cadres in higher positions. 
This topic is now much discussed in our presentday society. The Central Commission 
for Inspecting Discipline has twice investigated the conduct of children of cadres 
in high positions. The facts are basically: those whose conduct was good or 
ordinary made up a little over 98 percent; those whose conduct was bad or who were 
bad characters made up less than 2 percent. Besmirching the reputation of children 
of higher cadres is therefore inconsistent with the facts, as well as damaging to 
the party. An extremely small number of people with ulterior motives are out to 
fabricate and utilize this kind of public opinion to stir up trouble in a vain 
attempt to sever the flesh-and-blood relationship between the broad masses of 
youths and the revolutionaries of the older generation, as a means to attack and 
vilify the party. We must be on guard against such practices, but at the same 

time we must make the same strict demands on the children of higher cadres as we 
make on all other youths. The good ones will be commended and the bad ones will 

be criticized. Individuals who have indeed violated the law or offended discipline 
are to be firmly punished in accordance with party discipline and state law. 





According to the basic analysis in the above, we can quite naturally arrive at the 
following conclusions: in the treatment of our young students we must start out 
from concern and loving care and maintain a policy of removing obstacles in their 
way to solve their ideolgical problems. This means dredging a free course and 
guiding them in their passage; in dredging a free course provide guidance; when 
providing guidance, dredge a free passage for them. Comrade Mao Zedong repeatedly 
said: in solving ideological problems, we must present the facts and reason things 
out, convince people by reasoning. In our treatment of the young students we 

don't approve of letting things drift. 


We shall certainly not show tolearance of leniency as to erroneous things found 
among the young people. We shall firmly adhere to our principles, speak frankly 
and sincerely in pointing out things to them and calmly reason with them, full of 
ardor and sincerity, to inspire them to overcome their difficulties and rectify 
their ideas, without evading any thorny questions. At the same time we shall 
never be coarse or rough. Oversimplified methods or crude and rough methods 
cannot solve any problems. Some students who have some mistaken concepts must be 
made aware of the fact that they are mistaken; this is quite sufficient and there 
is no need to magnify things unnecessarily. At present the people of the whole 
country, especially the youngsters, are launching a "five discussions, four 
beautiful" movement of culture and manners, that is, concerning the discussion of 
culture, courtesy, healthy habits, orderliness and morality and "beautiful" spirit, 
speech, conduct and environment. This movement is of great significance for the 
building up of a spiritual culture and to encourage people to work with one 

heart and one mind for the realization of the four modernizations. The institutions 
of higher learning should launch this movement vividly and dramatically and in a 
down-to-earth manner. They should in this respect march at the head of society 
and excel in carrying out this movement. The foundation of the “five discussions, 
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four beautiful" movement is attention to morality and refinement of spirit and in 
substance consists of the pursuit of the truly good and beautiful and opposition to 
the false, the ugly and the hideous. Are not young people very fond of the 
beautiful? Let us then lead them to give attention first of all to the spiritual 
beauty, which invariably comprises lofty ideals, a revolutionary mentality and 
noble sentiments. Let us concentrate our efforts on work in this direction. The 
majority of our youths lead simple and frugal lives; they detest dressing up and 
beautifying themselves but enjoy attending recreational and sports activities. 
This is good and understandable. We must not judge this new generation by old 
standards. However, we must strengthen our guidance of the young people. Comrades 
from outside this area say that the people in Wuhan are rather plainly dressed. 
That is very good, since plainness, neatness and cleanliness are also a kind of 
"beauty"! But the Wuhan area does very badly in environmental sanitation. That 
is not very cultured, and I hope the institutions of higher education will take 
the lead in improving the environmental sanitation. Should we determine which 
movements the students may participate in and which not? Everybody should study 
this question. In my opinion it is more important to be most energetic in 
launching various kinds of healthy activities and have them replace the unhealthy 
activities. We should do more and a better job at organizing and launching sports 
meets, various competitions of skill and art, musical performances, singing 
performances, sparetime scientific research, vacation travel, etc. There is no 
shortage of talented people in the universities; all that is required is to get 
them organized, and the spiritual and cultural life will become more abundant 

and more active. 


Adopting a policy and methods of removing obstacles from the activities of the 
students is most important and fundamental, but this will have to have necessary 
restraints, including the restraints of discipline and the laws. Strictly speaking, 
every person must accept certain disciplinary restraints. Where in the world is 
there “absolute freedom" or “abstract freedom"! From the first grade in primary 
school, our students must be made to acquire a strict sense of discipline. At 
present there are at our institutions of higher learning an extremely small 
minority of students of a seriously questionable type, of whom some participate 
in illegal organizations whose aims are in violation of the constitution and of 
the laws and opposition to the party and to socialism. They compose and print 
illegal publications and distribute statements that endanger our society, our 
state, the socialist system, our stability and unity, and are antiparty and 
antisocialist. We must definitely take note of the seriousness of the problem 
and take firm and serious action in accordance with the spirit of the relevant 
documents of the Central Committee. We must give attention to gaining a good 
grasp of the policies. As to participation in illegal organizations and illegal 
publications, each case must be dealt with according to its particular 
circumstances; we must carry out earnest ideological education and work on 
breaking up their organization, and strive to have the majority of their members 
change their stand. As they truly change their stand and express repentance, we 
must welcome this so that they will correct their mistakes and we must continue 
to help them warmheartedly in their progress. 


It is a very important point that we integrate the solution of the students’ 
problems of ideological understanding with the solution of their actual problems. 
We must realize that concern for the students’ studies and livelihood and the 
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solution of their ideological problems are two things that influence each other 

and help each other forward. As things are now, it is well worth our while to 

pay attention to the study problems and livelihood problems of the students. 
Students come to school to study; if the instruction at school is poorly carried 
out, there will be criticism from the students, from parents and from society. 

We must send excellent teachers to the forefront of our teaching and must 
furthermore study teaching methods and the art of teaching, striving for 
effectiveness in our teaching. The school dining halls must be run well and good 
control must be maintained in order to provide well for the livelihood of the 
students. Under favorable conditions the schools may operate farms and go in for 
agricultural sideline production to foster a spirit of arduous struggle and 
institute a part-work and part-study system. In the days of the revolutionary war, 
conditions were extremely difficult, but we were able by using our own hands to 
provide ample clothing and food. Now that conditions are so much better, why 
should we not be able to practice self-reliance to improve our own livelihood and 
improve the conditions for running our schools? One may say that under certain 
conditions, concern for the students’ livelihood is in itself a kind of ideological 
and political work. Of course the schools still have many difficulties, shortcomings 
exist in many respects, but if we only apply ourselves earnestly to work out 
methods, many problems will gradually find their solution. If there are problems 
for which we really lack the strength to find solutions, this must be clearly 
explained to the students. I believe we should run our schools so as to have them 
gradually become one revolutionary family, so that after graduation the students 
will still always cherish the memory of their alma mater. Why is in this term 
"alma mater," the word for "mother," brought into connection with the school? To 
express the idea that that school of yours was well run, comparable to a mother's 
fostering of her own children, so that the children on their part will have grown 
very fond of their mother. 


Within the schools all the various forces must be mobilized and organized in a 
joint effort to do an effective job of ideological and political education. Of 
the "various forces" we mentioned, one is the different kinds of organizations: 
the party organization, the Youth League organization, student associations-~all 
these should engage in ideological and political work. At present not many 
students are party members, but Youth League members make up 70 to 80 percent of 
the total number of students. What a large force this is! If their enthusiasm 
alone is brought into play, the entire school will brim with vitality and assume 

a totally different appearance. Some of the Youth League grassroots organizations 
are now rather lax, many league members do not play the role they should. We must 
make a resolution to take this matter firmly in hand. Within the party and league 
organizations, we must strengthen and tighten up the organizational life, we must 
launch criticism and self-criticism, propose and encourage that everyone speak out 
freely and without reserve within the organizations, thus rendering the 
organizational life vivid and vigorous. We must pay attention to having the 
various mass organizations play their full part. On this point not enough has 
been done in the past, starting with the provincial party committee, which is a 
very great weakness of our work that has to be remedied. We must support the 
Communist Youth League and we must work boldly in this respect. Another force is 
the willingness of various kinds of people to engage in ideological and political 
work. First of all, we must of course have a contingent ot capable full-time 
political workers. The responsibility on their shoulders is very heavy indeed and 
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their work furthermore is very arduous, their remuneration is still very low and 
their work is not regarded as important. This must have our due attention and 

we must adopt measures to solve the problem. Since we acknowledge ideological and 
political work to be an important organic part of our higher education, we must 
also acknowledge that the contingent of full-time political workers, the same as 
the full-time teachers, are an important force that directly affects the effective 
running of the schools. Any disparagement of the political work personnel is 
wrong. To be effective in our ideological and political work it is of course not 
sufficient to rely only on the full-time political work personnel; the cadres at 
the various levelsof the party and administration as well as the entire body of 
teaching staff and workers must also do ideological and poiitical work. One maxim 
is “teach book knowledge but also teach how to be a human being", another maxim is 
“example is better than precept." Boththese maxims must be propagated over and 
over again and earnestly put into practice. 


Especially the leading cadres of the party must strictly observe discipline and 

set an example with their own conduct. There is still another problem at our 
universities in connection with the role of the students as the mainstay of our 
educational system. In the past there were two bad trends in our teaching methods: 
One was to treat the students like babies to be coddled or like weak-minded 

persons to be rigidly controlled. The other trend was to let go every hold on them 
and exercise no control, letting the students do whatever the liked. Being 
different from middle school students, the university students must be given even 
greater attention in order to activate their initiative and creativity and to 
arouse their zeal for self-education. If the core strength of the students is 
mobilized, many problems can be solved at the grassroots and in the embryonic stage. 


The Fourth Question: On Having the Party Organization Direct Its Time and Energy 
Mainly to the Effective Performance of Ideological and Political Work 


Regarding how to strengthen the party leadership, there has been a conceptional 
question that has not been solved for a long time. We have some comrades in charge 
of party work who have been prone to use administrative methods, making decisions, 
issuing directives, issuing orders, and in the multitude of tasks taking care of 
everything personally, considering this to constitute the leadership of the party. 
Is this a correct concept? In my opinion it is at least a one-sided concept. 
Whether the party organization is truly in a leadership position and whether the 
party organization has the power to issue orders in all administrative affairs are 
two different questions. Only exercising administrative powers and issuing orders 
without broad ideological and political work will hardly bring about a genuine 
leadership role for the party. Ina scisool it will be through strong and effective 
ideological and political work of the party organization, which must be turned into 
a fighting bastion, that the entire body of teachers, students, employees and 
workers will be made to trust, uphold and support the party's line, principles 

and policies, that they will of their own free will advance in the socialist 
direction pointed out by the party, and that they will strive to fulfill the 
general tasks of the party. In my opinion this would be the true realization of 
party leadership. 


I have already mentioned that the party organization in the institutions of higher 
learning in our province has achieved great success and acquired much experience 
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in strengthening the ideological and political work. The question is only that 
following the further development of the situation, the demands that the party 
makes on us are ever increasing and the demands that the people make on us are also 
ever increasing, so that in many directions we must raise our knowledge and improve 
our work. 


Some of our comrades still lack the necessary knowledge as regards the importance 
of ideological and political work. We must pay attention to this problem and 

solve it. Now that the focus of work throughout the party has been shifted to the 
work of modernization and the focus of work in the institutions of higher learning 
has been shifted to specific studies and scientific research, some comrades believe 
that effective ideological and political work is no longer important, that it is 
sufficient to do an effective job in specific studies and scientific research. 

This conception is obviously wrong, because it places ideological and political 
work in opposition to specific studies and scientific research, or equates the two 
on an equal basis. In actual fact, after the focus of educational work at school 
had been shifted, the ideological and political work must not on!y not be weakened, but 
must rather be improved and strengthened in order to conform to the new situation. 
In order to guarantee a stable environment, a smooth progress of specific studies 
and scientific research conformity of all educational work with the line, principles 
and policies of the party and the realization of the educational objectives of the 
students in our institutions of higher learning, we must do a very large amount of 
ideological and political work. The party organizations at all levels in our 
schools must propagate among the entire body of teachers, students, employees and 
workers the party's line, principles and policies and explain to them all 
circumstances and principles in order to make them understand the relationship 
between the party's line, principles and policies and their own vital interests. 
The problems experienced by teachers, students, staff and workers must be discussed 
with them and settled through discussion, and realistic and convincing explanations 
must be given on the confused concepts they may hold. This kind of work may be 
called ideological guidance. If none of this work were done, specific studies, 
scientific research and any other work could not be effectively carried out. I 
have already talked about the concern we should hold for the livelihood of the 
students; here I still want to add concern for the livelihood of the teachers, 
staff and workers; we must do a good job at logistics, which is also an essential 
condition to guarantee the smooth progress of specific studies and scientific 
research work. There are some old professors who are good scholars but bad at 
managing their own livelihood. We must give attention to care for them so that 
they may concentrate all their energies on teaching and scientific research. 


There are some comrades who are afraid of the difficulties in ideological and 
political work; they do not dare to tackle the problems arising among the students 
and do not dare to take charge. On all important problems they feel they cannot 
express themselves clearly and convincingly, with straightforward logic and 
forceful vigor, which causes them to lose all confidence. There are also some 
comrades who had intended to take this work in hand and to take charge but feel a 
lack of certainty, they are full of worries, worry about mishandling and mismanaging 
things. We must admit that this condition is not completely due to subjective 
reasons. With the appearance in society of an ideological tren? toward bourgeois 
liberalization and with our existing shortcomings in theoretical propaganda work, 
the difficulties of carrying out ideological and political work are rather great. 
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However, as a party committee of any rank, as a responsible comrade or a party 
committee, we must have a thorough materialistic attitude and the revolutionary 
spirit of pressing forward in the face of difficulties. There are many comrades 
who have done many years of school work, who have abundant experience and who are 
certainly knoledgeable as to what has to be done and how it has to be done: Why 
would they not dare to take charge! As to not being able to deal with new 
problems, this merely requires strengthening self-study, enhancing one's under- 
standing of theories, ideologies and policies and thus being enabled to reply 
convincingly to any questions that the students may put forward. I know this 
myself from experience: under the present historical conditions, a person doing 
ideological and political work cannot merely live off his past gains, there must 
be further study. We must strengthen investigation and research, study the new 
situation and new problems from the standpoint of Marxism-Leninism, and with its 
methods, and make efforts to arrive at the correct generalizations. Otherwise, 
would it not be a case of “those in th< dark themselves trying to light the way 
for others"? 


There are also quite a number of comrades who cannot free themselves from many and 
diverse administrative chores and who have not placed ideological and political 
work on the agendas. At present, a school is like a small community of its own; 
any problems may be left to the school to settle and many problems must be 

referred to the party committee to decide. However, it is said that at some 
institutions the responsible comrade of the party committee has to sign the expense 
accounts for professors travelling on duty; that is no good. If the party committee 
is pestered day in and day out by such large and small particular tasks, how can it 
find time and energy to take ideological and political work in hand? Not to speak 
of its “primary time and major energy.” These conditions must now be changed. We 
must enhance the understanding of ideological and political work and gradually 
change the way party committees are burdened with all the work. As the provincial 
party committee discussed it: The present leadership structure, that is, the 
system of personal responsibility of the school president under the leadership of 
the party, must not be lightly changed, but earnest improvements could be made 

with regard to a division of labor between party and administration. This would 
mean that routine administrative work and other business would as far as possible 
be allotted to the administrative and business departments to handle; we should 
support them in these matters while leaving them a free hand and recognizing their 
responsibility for the functions and powers of their offices, so that they may 
fully play their role. The party committees, especially the highest responsible 
comrades in the party committees, must devise ways to allot their primary time and 
major energy to firmly and realistically take in hand the ideological and political 
work at the schools. Of course, under the prevailing conditions, it would be 
unrealistic to take some affairs completely out of the control of the party 
committees, especially since some responsible adminstrative positions are held by 
old specialists who are not familiar with administrative work. For these comrades 
we should provide assistants. 


In all this, I have mainly given some views and opinions focusing on the work of 
the party committees at the schools. It must be especially pointed out with 
regard to the ideological and political work of the students that apart from the 
efforts of the schools and educational departments, it is the party committees at 
various levels that should concern themselves with this work and take it in hand. 
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Some comrades have expressed the hope that the leading comrades in the province 
might manage to find time, a few days every year to visit the schools for 
heart-to-heart talks with the teachers and students, to arrange informal discussions 
and for reports on the situation. This is a good idea. Concrete arrangements may 
be left for later; we must not make empty promises now. The responsible departments 
concerned and the units concerned must exert efforts to improve their work. The 
cultural and educational departments of the provincial party committee, the 
provincial bureau of education and the provincial committee of the Youth League 
must coordinate their work very closely to help the schools in doing on their part 
more ideological and political work for the students. The provincial committee 

of the Youth League must make effective Youth League work at the universities one 
of its primary tasks. In this respect efforts must not be allowed to slacken. 


Comrades! At present the situation on the educational front is very good. The 
CCP Central Committee shows extraordinary concern and considers the development 
of our educational undertakings extremely important. Our provincial party 
committee and the party committees at various levels are continuously enhancing 
their understanding of educational work. After its establishment, the Central 
Secretariat repeatedly discussed eudcational work, which was also repeatedly 
discussed by the Standing Committee of the provincial party committee or its 
secretarial work meetings. Of course, since we are in the midst of a period of 
readjustments, the strengthening and enrichment of education will require a 
certain process of some duration. Due to the huge debts of the past, it would 
also be unrealistic to think that the educational problems could be solved at one 
stroke. I hope all comrades working at the schools take the situation as a whole 
into account, share the country's cares and burdens, overcome all difficulties and 
do effective work. 


On the other hand, the party committees at all levels, first of all the provincial 
party committee, must place even more emphasis on education and improve their 
leadership of educational work. There should be one comrade in the local, 
municipal and provincial party committees mainly responsible for educational work, 
and lower down there should also be some organization and personnel particularly 
in charge. As to the local and municipal universities, the various local and 
municipal party committees must strengthen leadership and not relax it. All 
trades and professions must support education. In our society we must create the 
custom of respecting teachers. We must as far as possible help the schools solve 
some of their actual difficulties and make efforts to improve teaching conditions. 
As to the supply of goods and material, we must appropriately care for the 
universities according to their special character. It was reported at the present 
meeting that some factories, mines, industrial enterprises and units did not 
welcome students to do field work; that is very bad. There was a good tradition 
before the "great cultural revolution," that factories, hospitals, middle schools 
and elementary schools of their own free will welcomed students to do their 

field work, considering this one of their responsibilities. This good tradition 
must be restored and developed. We oppose the “open-door schooling" of the 

“gang of four” that abolished book knowledge and classroom teaching, but that does 
not mean that we also negate field work practice. Field work is a fine form of 
linking theory with practical reality; it is an important item in the nurturing 

of talents and raising the quality of our education, and it is also beneficial 
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for the ideological education of the students. I¢ is our hope that all concerned 
will surely make good arrangements and support well the work of our schools. 


As much as I have talked today, I admit it is not complete. As to the ideological 
and political work among the studnets of our institutions of higher learning, what 
should be its content and how should it be conducted? The answer still relies on 
your further study; don't let yourselves be restricted by what I have said. I hope 
everybody will give attention to a summing up of experiences gained and lessons 
learned in ideological and political work at our institutions of higher learning 
since the establishment of our government, investigate and study the new fresh 
experineces in ideological and political work since the Third Plenary Session and 
subject them all to a most thorough study. The purpose of my talk today is to 
draw everyone's earnest attention to the ideological and political work and 
furthermore to pool the wisdom and efforts of everyone for an improvement in this 
work. This is the hope of the provincial party committee of this province. 
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
